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Sherman Skolnick, Chicago legal researcher who charges that docu¬ 
ments in the National Archives will prove Lee Haney Oswald didn't 
act alone in killing Kennedy.

. . HAS NOT APPEARED 
IN THE DAILY PRESS 


He charges that Kennedy was 
supposed to be assassinated in 
Chicago 'but the plot was shifted 
to Dallas when the President 
cancelled his trip to Illinois be¬ 
cause of a cold. 

The plot is linked not only 
to Lee Harvey Oswald but a man 
named Thomas Arthur Vallee, 
now 37, whereabouts unknown, 
described as closely resembling 
Oswald. 

Several other private research¬ 
ers into the Kennedy assassination 
have uncovered evidence -of a 
“second Oswald” seen here and 
there in the U.S. while the real 
Oswald was known to be in Mex¬ 
ico. 

Skolnick says he has uncover¬ 
ed a mass of evidence, leading 
not only to certainty of a Chi¬ 
cago plot but a confusing mass 
of leads pointing to apparent 
complicity of the FBI, the Se¬ 
cret Service, Chicago judges and 
the man who in 1969 led the 
raid that killed Black Panther 


leaders Fred Hampton and Mark 
Clark in Chicago. 

On Nov. 2, 1963, Thomas Vallee 
was stopped and charged with a 
minor traffic violation one hour 
before JFK’s proposed arrival in 
Chicago (he never showed up). 

The FBI immediately entered 
the case and in its report linked 
Vallee with an aborted assassina¬ 
tion plot. Three FBI documents 
pertaining to this now are lock¬ 
ed in the National Archives. 

The documents reveal that the 
witness against Vallee was David 
Groth, who at the time was not 
referred to as a policeman, nor 
was he the man who arrested 
Vallee. 

Last December, this same 
Groth, now a sergeant in the 
Illinois State’s Attorney’s Police, 
led the assault on Panther Hamp¬ 
ton’s apartment, where a small 
arsenal was uncovered. 

That raid led not only to Hamp¬ 
ton’s and Clark’s death -by gun-

fire, but a rebuke of -both the 
State’s Attorney’s police and 
segments of the Chicago Police 
Department when a federal grand 
jury failed to indict the surviving 
Panthers who were in the apart¬ 
ment. 

The raid wafc organized by 
State's Attorney , Edward Hanra¬ 
han, who defended the actions of 
his raiders right up to the mo¬ 
ment the grand jiiry slapped them 
down. 

In 1964, Hanrahan was U.S. 
Attorney for Northern Illinois. 

It was to Hanrahan's office 
that Agent Bolden was escorted 
on May 18, 1964, the day after 
Bolden tried to talk with the 
Chief Counsel of the Warren 
Commission, J. Lee Rankin. Bold¬ 
en was thwarted by.-his r ;Secret 
SmwicF^'00sses^ : '" ~~ —'F’- — 

Ordered back to Chicago on a 
pretext, Bolden was told by 
Hanrahan that he, Bolden, was 
under indictment for selling evi¬ 
dence to counterfeiters. 

In his first trial, Bolden got a 
hung jury; but in his second 
trial, two counterfeiters who were 
police informers were “found” 
who testified- against him. Bolden 
got a six-year sentence. 

But in their own trial, the 
counterfeiters admitted they lied 
against Bolden. 

When Skolnick’s charges broke 
some weeks ago, Bolden — now 
out on parole — was -called in 
by his probation advisor and told 
to keep his mouth shut or go 
back to prison, 

Skolnick says that Bolden knew 
about the Chicago plot on JFK, 
and that one of the hidden doc¬ 
uments proves the Secret Service 
had Thomas Vallee under sur¬ 
veillance before Nov. 2, 1963, 
knew that he was linked to Lee 
Harvey Oswald and at least two 
other men. 

Skolnick also says that Vallee’s 
car, bearing New York license 
plate 311 ORF, was “linked or 
registered to Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald.” 

Attempts by a Chicago TV sta¬ 
tion to trace the plates turned 
up an FBI “freeze” on this vital 
information. Others who have 
tried to learn about these license 
plates have had sudden threaten¬ 
ing visits from the FBI, accord¬ 
ing to Skolnick. 

Bolden has cropped up in the 
JFK murder enigma before. News 
stories shortly after the assassin¬ 
ation carried his charges that 
certain Secret Service men in 
charge of Kennedy’s safety were 
drunk in Chicago.

But what he evidently wanted 
to tell the Warren Commission 
was that some agents were 
racists who hated the President 
because of his strong stand in 
favor of civil rights. 

The fact that the same con¬ 
troversial office holders were in¬ 
volved in the official gagging of 
Agent Bolden, and the raid which 
six years later took the lives of 
two Black Panther leaders, sug¬ 
gests to Skolnick that strong 
racism in high places is in the

saddle. 

The full story is not yet out, 
and may never be. Many other 
attempts to pry some of the 
truth out of government offi¬ 
cials and the National Archives 
have proved futile. 

But with even Lyndon Johnson 
now saying that the Warren Com¬ 
mission didn’t do a complete job 
investigating his predecessor’s 
death, maybe the truth about the 
assassination will finally leak out 
a little at a time. 






[The news story on the other side of this sheet refers to the case of Skoinick vs. National Archives 
No. 70 C 790, filed in U.S. District Court, Northern District of Illinois, Eastern 
Div., (Chicago), Clerk's office of which is on 20th floor, Federal Building, 219 So.Dearborn, Chicago. 
The story is very accurate about the suit with the minor exception that Daniel Groth is called 
David.] Information brought out in Court in case No. 70 C 790: 


(1) Another Secret Service agent, Harvey Henderson, had a part in planning the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Henderson was quietly sacked from the Secret Service about the time of the 
assassination, Nov.22, 1963. 

(2) A document attached to the suit, shows that the day after the assassination, Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the alleged sole assassin according to the Warren Report, made a collect call from the 
Dallas Jail to what appears to be his boss or contact, John David Hurt, of Raleigh, North Carolina, 
who had been a special agent in the U.S. Army Counter Intelligence Corps. Oswald's mother has 
been saying publicly that her son was with the government as being, she thought, with Naval 
Intelligence. 

(3) Daniel Groth (who helped assassinate Illinois Black Panther Leader Fred Hampton), the suit 
points out, is not a policeman as the news media tells the public, but is some kind of a federal opera¬ 
tive higher than U.S. Secret Service, i.e., C.I.A. The suit sets forth the circumstances supported 
by attached documentation, showing Groth, not acting as a policeman, helped abort the Chicago plot 
against Kennedy (because something went wrong), so that the assassins could escape and do their 
thing in Dallas three weeks later. 

(4) According to one National Archives document attached to the suit, the then executive editor of 
the Chicago Daily News (Nov., 1963), knew about the plot to kill President Kennedy in Chicago, three 
weeks before Dallas, involving Oswald in Chicago and accomplices. The Chicago Daily News did not 
run a story about the arrest of Vallee (related to the Chicago plot), until after Kennedy was on the 
cemetery. When the Skoinick suit was filed in Chicago, April 6, 1970, the Chicago newspapers, 
uptight about the document Skoinick attached to the suit implicating the Chicago Daily News, blocked 
out the news of the suit. The story ran, however, worldwide, including on the Associated Press 
national wire. Worldwide, that is, but not in Chicago newspapers. WCFL Radio had an in-depth story. 

(5) The released National Archives documents, attached to the suit, mentioning Oswald and his 
Chicago possible look alike, Vallee, both in Chicago three weeks before Dallas, are regarded as one 
of the greatest blunders in the history of the Archives. Supposedly, all mention of the Chicago plot 
against Kennedy was to have been suppressed for 75 years. Skoinick insisted in court that the Archives 
should be compelled to now release the rest of the Chicago plot documents since part of those docu¬ 
ments somehow slipped out of the Archives and into his possession. 


(6) Chicago Federal District Judge J. Sam Perry (who is responsible for the false imprisonment 
of Abraham Bolden) is, according to other undisputed court-filed documents, "owned" by the Chicago 
crime cartel. Two pages of the suppressed Blakey Report are now part of the federal court record 
(Case #16615, U.S. Court of Appeals, 7th Circuit, Chicago, clerk's office, 27th floor, Federal Bldg.). 

(7) The National Archives suit contends that the . Warren Report is void (it says there was no 
plot), since there now is shown documented links to a plot or conspiracy to assassinate Kennedy in 
Chicago, three weeks before Dallas. 


(8) Strange as it may seem to the uninformed, news coverage after the filing of the suit and 
subsequent court events in the suit, was interfered with by a barrage of letters and phone calls from 
one or more Warren Report critics, threatening lawsuits and other reprisals against various people 
in the news media, if they continue to publicize Skoinick's suit. Some of the Warren Report critics 
assert, oddly enough, that Skoinick had no right to ask the court to hold the Warren Report void. 

(As long as the Warren Report is not invalidated by court order, they can go on writing books and 
articles criticizing and lint -picking it.) Some absolutely mind-blowing data has been compiled about 
the Warren Report critics as a res'ult of the National Archives suit. By a highly detailed factual 
analysis, Skoinick and fellow researchers can show that some of the Warren Report critics are, of 
all things, part of a "clean up" squad, purporting to lint-pick the Warren Report, but, in fact, stifling 
any outside efforts to get news coverage of ,-:ji situations like the Chicago plot against Kennedy. It can 
be shown, for example, that one or more Warren Report book-writing critics stifled news coverage of 
another suit against the National Archives (a suit involving the Kennedy x-rays). 

(9) Skoinick has been waging battle in the higher courts to remove the federal court judge, 

Hubert L. Will, from hearing the case. Reasons: (a) according to the book banned in the U.S., 

Judge Will is ar has been a pillar of the C.I.A. [ Who's Who in the C.I.A., by Dr. Julius Mader]; 

(b) fellow Judge J. Sam Perry, stands to be prosecuted for falsely imprisoning Bolden if Skoinick is 
given a chance to bring out the Bolden matter in the case. To get the Archives documents into the 
court record before they had a chance to cover their tracks, Skoinick side-stepped an administrative 
technicality. On that loop-hole, Judge Will put the suit out of court, 1/7/71,but with permission for 
Skoinick to re-file the suit later when the technicality is corrected

Simon, himself now a judge.

8. Murder is suspected in the 


jnystcrious death of Clay 
Shaw, one week after Nixon’s 
resignation. Clay Shaw was 
accused by New Orleans Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Jim Garrison of 
being part of a CIA plot to 
assassinate JFK.

Rockefeller’s involvement. To 
divert public attention, Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg were 
framed on false evidence and 
assassinated in the electric 
chair, 1953.

One 
hour later, Kerley was mur¬ 
dered. His documents survive.

Clay L. Shaw, 60, was found dead in his home on 
August la. 1974 . five and a half years after he was 
charged bv District Attorney Jim Garrison with con¬ 
spiracy in the murder of President John F. Kennedy. 
Shaw reportedly had been ill since February when he 
underwent surgery for the removal of a blood clot. 
Another news source reported that Shaw was the 
apparent victim of cancer. Considering the bizarre 
circumstances surrounding this death, we must list 
it as another in the long line of mysterious deaths 
which surround the Kennedy assassination. 

In January of this year, former C. I. A. staff mem¬ 
ber Victor Marchetti revealed that Shaw was a paid 
contact of the Central Intelligence Agency back in the 
early 1960s. Note that the surgery on Shaw occurred 
only a few weeks after the release of these facts. 
Marchetti stated that while Shaw was being investiga¬ 
ted by Garrison in 1968. frequent morning briefing 
sessions were held with high Agency officials in 
which serious concern was voiced concerning the 
possibility of the New Orleans District Attorney un¬ 
covering Shaw’s CIA contacts and making them pub¬ 
lic. Garrison had alleged on several occasions that 
Shaw was a CIA operative, but was never able to 
prove his contention. These same high Agency offici¬ 
als also often expressed the need to give help to Shaw 
and his defense team during Garrison’s investigation. 

Marchetti also related that Shaw, David Ferrie, E. 
Howard Hunt. Frank Sturgis, Bernard Barker, and 
others were all working together in the CIA’s Bay 
of Pigs planning operation. This information becomes 
very important when one considers the fact that 
Garrison and other JFK assassination researchers 
have long contended that President Kennedy was kill¬ 
ed with the help of CIA operatives who were infur¬ 
iated over the manner in which Kennedy handled the 
Bay of Pigs fiasco. 

The above information alone is enough to mark 
Shaw as one of those to die “under strange circum¬ 
stances.*' but add to this the episode of how Shaw 
was found dead and you really have a mind boggier. 
Shortly before Shaw was reported dead a neighbor

observed an ambulance pulling up in front of the 
Shaw home. Then two ambulance attendants carried 
a stretcher with a figure on it covered by a sheet into 
the house. The two men then quickly left with an 
empty stretcher and a few hours later Shaw was 
reported “found dead in his home alone.” 

The body was immediately taken to a local mortu¬ 
ary and embalmed before Parish Coroner, Dr. Frank 
Minvard, was notified of the death. Later, Dr. Min- 
yard issued a press statement in which he condemned 
the speedy embalming of Shaw’s body and stated 
the action rendered impossible the determination of * 
cause of death. 

Time magazine says that things are going to get 
better and that the healing process has begun with 
Nixon’s resignation. There will be no healing of this 
land until the disease which struck this country on 
November 22, 1963 is recognized, analyzed and treat¬ 
ment begun. Only then can the awful germ which 
caused our cancer be isolated and eradicated.

June, 1975 A REPORT ON GERALD FORD 

Prepared by Sherman H:. Skolnick, chairman,..and the staff, of the Citizen's Committee 
to Clean Up the Courts, a Chicago-headquartered research group investigating corruption and 
political assassination. 

Like a crooked boxer, Gerald Ford is apparently being paid to take a fall, paving the way 
for Nelson Rockefeller to be president without an election. Here are the facts: 

Gerald Ford was originally named Leslie Lynch King, Jr. - -his family were some of the 
richest people in Wyoming, with business interest^n wool, lumber, banking, and real estate, 
operating out of Riverton, Wyoming. Connected to the Leslie King family is Pasco, Inc., like¬ 
wise headquartered in Riverton. Now operating gas and oil fields, they were formerly Pan 
American Sulphur and were very much in the espionage business in Latin America. A director 
was Leon Jaworski, recently special Watergate prosecutor. 

In April, 1975, Pasco was offered 220 million dollars cash for their Wyoming properties 
by a major corporation, later identified as Rockefeller's Standard Oil of Indiana. Standard 
later boosted their offer to 225 million cash. Nelson Rockefeller, wanting to be president with¬ 
out an election, turned loose the mass media on Nixon. A 1974 Senate subcommittee report. 
"Disclosure of Corporate Ownership", shows die Rockefellers are the prinsipal owners of all 
three news networks and other major hunks of the communications and publishing industries. 
Tricky Dick was not framed but cornered widi selective truth, as an attack on the office of the 
presidency. Double agents, like James McCord, working for Rocky and the CIA, helped bring 
about Nixon's downfall. 

Next, Gerald Ford, alias Leslie Lynch King, Jr., is very vulnerable and he knows it. As 
outlined in the book "The Washington Pay-off", by Robert N. Winter-Berger, Ford was a crooked 
Congressman. Now, after eleven years of silence, the Rockefeller-owned mass media are 
beginning to focus on Ford as being responsible for covering up the conspiracy involved in 
the assassination of President Kennedy. Ford is one of the visible, surviving members of the 
infamous Warren Commission. Texas lawyer Leon Jaworski played a key role in the Warren 
Commission and in Watergate, both times with Gerald Ford. Like on the Warren Commission, 
Jaworski and Ford blocked an investigation into the murder of several material witnesses. 

On June 22, 1972, five days after the alleged Watergate break-in, was a meeting with 
Nixon, Mitchell, Haldeman, Erlichman, Colson, and others in the White House gang. They 
formulated an illegal plan to block an investigation into their crimes. Now rattling around is 
apparent proof that at that secret meeting was Gerald Ford. (Washington Watch newsletter, 
5/1/75 .) So, Ford apparently is as guilty of obstructing justice as Nixon & Company. That 
helps explain why Ford has been busy covering up further inquiries into Watergate--such as, 
the quickie pardon to Nixon, to head off revealing that many material Watergate witnesses were 
murdered, including White House secretary Beverly Kaye, working on the Nixon tapes; Nixon’s 
close friend Murray Chotiner whose widow began talking behind the scenes just before the 
pardon; and Watergate bagwoman, Dorothy Hunt, killed in a sabotaged plane crash in Chicago, 
along with ten other Watergators. Ford now maintains Nixon's San Clemente staff with his own 
White House funds .Jaworski, to help the cover up, resigned, cutting short the Watergate probe. 

The visible operators of Pasco, Inc., are Rockefeller’s people and the mob. One of the 
directors has been Randolph H. Guthrie, of the law firm of Mudge, Rose, Guthrie & Alexander, 
municipal bond counsel for Rockefeller and El Paso Natural Gas Co.attorneys (two months after 
Mitchell took office, the Justice Dept.killed/* l1t chSg^s.). . Guthrie's law partner has been former 
U.S. Attorney General John Mitchell. Another Pasco director has been Leslie T. Welsh, of 
Barrington, Illinois. Other directors are Richard D. Colburn and Deraid H. Ruttenberg. Welsh, 
Colburn, Guthrie, and Ruttenberg are also directors of the mob-connected STP Corporation. 
Ruttenberghas also been director of Canal-Randolph Corporation, a Chicago-based crime and 
politics operation. 

A complication in the midst of the buy-out deal is the apparent murder of Omer C. Lunsford, 
a supposedly retired top official of Standard of Indiana. While an oilman he also worked for a 
CIA cover operation, International Executive Service Corp., a business man's peace corps. 

One of the tip-offs to the deal, an apparent bribe disguised as a corporate deal, is that at a 
time corporations are starved for liguid* assets, it was a 225 million dollar CASH deal, not 
stock. Through his control of the mass media, Rocky has the means to focus on Ford and make 
it look like Ford is being forced to the wall when, in fact, Ford alias King is apparently paid to 
leave.

A research and investigation group based in Chicago challenges Nixon’s use of national 
security as an alibi in the Watergate case. Legal researcher Sherman Skolnick, head of the 
watchdog group, says most of our atomic and defense secrets were given to Russian in the early 
19'40s by high-ranking members of our own government. Skolnick says Nixon helped suppress 
evidence related to the Alger Hiss case and that of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. Nixon knows full 
well that secret testimony , in executive session, before a Congressional committee, proved 
that our country's most vital secrets were knowingly given to high-level Soviet KGB agents by top- 
ranking individuals in the Executive department of our government, and protected by Nixon and 
the Rockefellers for more than 25 years, Skolnick contends. 

Persons associated with Skolnick’s Citizen's Committee to Clean Up the Courts have 
examined secret Congressional documents suppressed for 25 years which prove these points, 
according to Skolnick’s Chief Investigator, Alex J. Bottos. The secret Congressional papers show 
members of the FBI were absolutely forbidden to arrest known Soviet KGB agents as they were 
leaving the United States with atomic secrets and atomic samples in their possession, according 
to Bottos. "Why wasn't Winthhop Rockefeller arrested for his participation in these events, as 
Nixon has kncwn for more than 25 years?" Skolnick asks. 

Skolnick says Nixon cannot claim that he didn't know that Mr. and Mrs. E.Howard Hunt 
were blackmailing Nixon for these and other equally damaging documents. According to Bottos, 
Nixon while vice president was the White House action officer for the Bay of Pigs episode and 
worked closely with Hunt who headed up the Cuban invasion plan. Bottos was a private recruiter 
for Hunt in preparation for the ill-fated attack. 

Nixon is not telling the truth about the Watergate hush money unless he discusses the millions 
of dollars of securities given to E. Howa rd H unt and carried by his wife on th e plane, Skolnick says^ 
Those valuables became an issue in a recent Chicago Strike Force prosecution in the federal 
district court in Chicago. ( U.S. vs. Joseph Sarelli et al., 73 CR 429.) The Strike Force was 
prosecuting a stolen securities and airplane piracy gang identified by Bottos who infiltrated the 
crime syndicate operation to crack the case. As shown by undisputed federal court records, filed 
in the Sarelli case, Bottos was the government's star witness until Bottos dared mention the same 
gang was involved in the robbery of the plane on which Mrs. Hunt died in December, 1972, in 
Chicago. 

According to Bottos' sworn statement in federal court, one of the top people in the gang was 
Bennie Smith who/turned loose by the Strike Force to avoid opening up the Watergate angle.Bottos 
said that while pretending to be the "fence" for the stolen securities gang, he and an associate 
were shown some of the valuables and documents taken from Mrs. Hunt's belongings after the 
crash. Reference to Mrs.Hunt’s valuables is contained in a previously suppressed FBI report put 
into the Sarelli case record. 

Skolnick contends the crash of United Air Lines flight 553 near Midway Airport, Chicago, was 
sabotage intended to kill Dorothy Hunt and 11 other Watergate-connected persons onboard. In a 
special hearing of the National Transportation Safety Board, in June, 1973, Skolnick and members 
of his staff detailed the sabotage from the government's own records. He admitted his group had 
"liberated" the entire government Midway crash file. Ignoring their own highly detailed records, 
pictures, and exhibits showing sabotage, the NTSB later said it was merely pilot error, he said. 

A question posed by Skolnick and Bottos is: Did Nixon think the National Security required 
the death and silencing of Mrs. Hur.t and others connected with her? They contend the national 
security issue :, posed by Nixon, in the Watergate and Ellsberg cases, is a bad joke on the people. 

Skolnick's group has been active in researching political corruption and political assassina¬ 
tion for over 11 years. Among their credits: half the members of Illinois' highest court were 
swept off the bench in a scandal opened up by Skolnick’s group; on Skolnick's charges, the Chief 
Deputy Clerk of the U.S. District Court in Chicago sentenced to 10 years in federal prison; on 
charges originally made by Skolnick's group, Otto Kerner, former Illinois governor and now a 
federal appeals judge, was given a 3-year jail sentence, convicted of bribery and perjury .and a 
higher court upheld the conviction of Kerner.

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CIA MIND POISONS by Sherman H. Skolnick [Editor’s note: Skolnick heads up a 

Chicago-based research and investigating group dealing with corruption and assassination. J 


One of the most deep, dark secrets of the CIA is a project with the code name MK ULTRA. 
From 1952 to 1963, CIA scientists developed frightening drugs that produced loss of memory, called 
amnesia, that dis-oriented people, that caused suicides, and in other ways neutralized or disturbed 
a person's brain or personality. Operation Artichoke, which went on to about 1958, determined 
some of the applications and effects of these behavior-influencing drugs: public officials, here and 
abroad, reacting to being secretly drugged, could be neutralized when they made fools of them¬ 
selves publicly (some do that on their own also). Unfriendly eyewitnesses or double agents could be 
made to forget or to kill themselves. A related project was MK Delta, to be used for overseas 
espionage. 

The Rockefeller Commission on CIA Activities committed a mammoth fraud on the American 
people. Without giving the name of the vast operation, MK Ultra, or telling its deadly applications, 
they covered it up with a few paragraphs about the testing of LSD. The Rockefeller Report to the 
President, on page 228, fraudulently said the CIA drug testing on unsuspecting subjects was termin¬ 
ated in 1963. In fact, to conceal the operation, the CIA changed its name to MK Search, and con¬ 
tinued until 1973. 


The details of this whole mess are known to Sen.Edward Kennedy who heads up a Senate sub¬ 
committee poking into the matter. They know that the MK Search Project was used to cover up CIA 
complicity in various political assassinations, indluding that of President Kennedy, and Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Following the Dallas tragedy, several hundred material witnesses mysteriously * 
died, one by one, in weird accidents or supposedly suicides. Dr. King's personal physician suppos¬ 
edly killed himself. CIA mind poisons were used against several key anti-war activists. To open 
up the chemical mind murder factory would now require a review of almost one thousand victims: 
assassination., eyewitnesses, public officials that died mysteriously like A’dlai Stevenson (Sr.), 
peace movement leaders, and others. 

A related CIA project had the code name MK Naomi, starting about 1956. Their purpose, 
originally, was to study chemical weapons that might be used by a foreign power. After a while, the 
MK Naomi Project, like other CIA schemes, became a reckless, out of control program. Under the 
absolute control and direction of Dr. Nathan Gordon, they developed methods to dispense contami¬ 
nants—exotic chemicals they could add to the air or water to neutralize or demobilize entire 
populations of an area. In recent years the project, still going in 1975, focussed on chemical war¬ 
fare directed against so-called domestic rebels, such as those that rioted after the CIA and FBI 
covered up assassination of Dr. King in 1968, or ghetto or civil rights uprisings. Some of the 
scientists joked among themselves that they were working on a form of "mercy killing" . 

Remembering what happened to * \ his two brothers, Ted Kennedy, although knowing about this 
mess, seems to want to leave the CIA alone. 


The MK Ultra Projects under its various names was a large national program, having ominous 
implications and uses for dealing with domestic problems--such as quelling dissidents and wiping out 
material witnesses following a domestic political assassination. In its formative stages, the project 
was based mostly inn Los Angeles and was headed by Dr. Sidney Gottlieb, head of the CIA's Special 
Operations Research Division. He later was director of CIA Technical Services, a fancy term for 
their mind murder factory. Much of the so-called "scientific" work was at various laboratories and 
Universities in California. 


Knowledgeable researchers are reviewing the circumstances of the drop-out or neutralizing of 
specific persons in the anti-war movement as well as reconsidering the demise of key assassination 
witnesses; to match up previously unexplained happenings with what has now jumped out of the CIA's 
Pandora's Box. Also now known is the fact that in its later stages the MK Search Project was inter¬ 
woven with activities of some of the Watergators. 

Not every scientist connected to these project 1 ?agreed with their purposes. Three dissenters 
within the projects were severely disciplined. 

Based on such happenings as what grew out of MK Ultra, knowledgeable persons claim the CIA 
has merged with the Soviet Secret Police, the KGB. Certainly, known Soviet methods were used 
here.

Throughout history, governments seeking to perpetuate injustice, yet being foresighted enough to 
channel and control dissent against their corrupt, repressive policies, use groups of people called "The 
King’s Men". Such people get money, power, and benefits from "The King" but he denies knowing them 
since they pretend to oppose him. At the presort when the terms "radical" and "revolutionary" are 
bandied around, it is important to know who some of the ullcgcd "radical revolutionaries" arc, and to 
consider the possibility that some of the "Chicago 7" are 'The King’s Men" . 

Historically, It should be noted that the overthrow of the Russian Cior and the Russian Church 
establishment were delayed some 35 years by the premature activities of anti-czarisl groups, too weak 
to accomplish their goal, and duped and led on by Czarlst agents posing as "revolutionaries" . The onti- 
czarlsts were thus fooled Into earing green bananas. Analysis only of well-polished rhetoric alone cannot 
help unmask a faker. Hard facts, compiled and analyzed point more quickly to put-ups playing the role 
of revolutionist. Applied here will be the reasonable criteria of money, power , and benefits . 

The "Chicago 7’ consists of Rennie Davis. Tom Hayden. David Dellinger. Jerry Rubin, Lee Weiner, 
John Froines, und Abbie Hoffman. [Previously called the "Chicago 8", to Include Bobby Scale, not 
believed part of the pur-up ]. Also called the "Conspiracy" or the "Conspiracy 7*. 

With little If any publicity, Rennie Davis and four others who later became pan of the "7". nailed 
down the Anti - Riot Law us constitutional by a law suit brought by them in October, 196B, and ending up 
May, 1969, in the Chicago-based U.S. Court of Appeals, 7th Circuit. 

[Nat'l Mobilization. Rennie Davis, ctal.. vs. Foran. No. 17274, U.S. Court of Appeals. 7th

During the course of this almost secret suit. Rennie’s side laid down and played dead in court. For 
example, according to coun records. Rennie's side gave up a challenge to that part of the law dealing 
with police. Yet, in the street and on lecture platforms, Rennie Is quick to mouth "Off the Pigs 1 " 

Not so in court. The suit was brought and accepted as a class action, on behalf of all persons similarly 
situated who cross stale lines und dissent against the government, thus binding upon potentially millions 
of people, none of whom were In court in die suit or even know of the existence of die suit. 

Known only to a handful, and unknown to the public, by the time the "Conspiracy" trial started. 
September, 1969. the Anti-Riot Law. thanks to Rennie. Tbm Hayden, ct al.. had been made constitutional. 
During die summer of 1969. Rennie, ct al.. abandoned an appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court. Thus, 
actually there were two "trials": (1) the unpublicized test case of the Anti - Riot Law. Oct.1968 through 
May, 1969. and (2) the much publicized "Conspiracy" trial. Sept.1969, through Feb.. 1970. The public 
ddnks die Ami-Riot Law Is being challenged in die "Conspiracy" case. Not so. Under American Juris - 
prudence, a test of the law cannot bo made twice In the same judicial circuit under the same or similar 

circumstances. The earlier, almost secret case is legally binding, unless there is u showing the 
ruling was procured by fraud or collusion. Knowledgeable researchers of law suits where collusion is 
suspected, call such rulings "tombstone" cases, or R.l.P. cases (Rest In Peace). 

When Skolnlck confronted Rennie and die others of die ”7’ in the hallway during recesses in the 
"Conspiracy" trial, one by one the "7" sought to wash their hands of the almost secret prior suit. Jerry 
Rubin, one of history's most skilled actors [his uncle Sid was in vaudcvillo: Look Magazine, 10/7/69. p.20], 
pretended he did not know what Skolnlck wus talking about. Dellinger said he never heard of the earlier 
case; yet. he was a party-plaintiff, according to court records. Abbie Hoffman made .obscene jokes 

about it. A spokesman for Rennie informed Skolnlck that Rennie had nothing to do wldi the case. Hardly a 
word of Uils ever saw print or got on die air, yet 5 of the "7" were plaintiffs in die almost secret earlier 
case. 

For some 14 months, starting September. 1969, to November, 1970, there was, with a few isolated 
exceptions, an almost total news black-out by the Establishment Press, and even, wonder of wonders, by 
most of the so-called "underground” papers, who spend the bulk of their column space on drugs and 
pornography, with little anti-establishment news, [it should be noted that the Czars had their "underground’ 
czarlst-owned newspapers also, many with names when translated are the same as the names of some 
familiar "undegground" papers. Presently, some 60% of the "underground" papers have been quietly 
bought out by the Kinney Corp,, on whoso board alts several C.I.A. people]. 

With considerable labor, time, and energy, from January. 1968 (before Convention Week), to date, 
staff members of the Citizens’Committee to Clean Up the Courts (called hereafter the Committee), as part 
of an on-golng Inquiry into court collusion, have unearthed mountains of factual data, tending to show that 
the "7" case was a real conspiracy. The Committee believes, based on this data, that during the much-

Onc of the governmental functions of NCCIJ is to act as an early warning system regarding the 
black community and any bad reactions to Injustices. NC.C1J compiles information on various civil rights 
groups and feeds the data to various federal agencies that need to be Informed of possible rebellion In 
the black community. The Roger Baldwin Foundation’s Ghetto Project in Chicago fulfills a similar purpose. 

Just prior to 1968 Democratic Convention Week. Don Rose planted a story In the Chicago Tribune, 
calculated to attribute any possible ‘Convention Week disorders to "communists" or other alleged 
"subversives". Rose, as an alleged "radical", attended a pro-convention, insiders only, meeting at the 
Moraine Hotel, in Highland Park, Illinois. [By a complicated scries of events, that hotel had become a 
federally owned property.] The secret minutes of what purportedly took place there, August 4, 1968, wus 
written about by the Chicago Tiilbune’s "Red Squad" (Chicago Police Subversives Unit) reporter, Ronald 
Koziol, in a front page story. 9/5/68, headlined "Bare Secret Riot Planning. The so-called "secret 
minutes" were planted by Don Rose with Ron Koziol. for the purpose of discrediting dissent and the peace 
movement, by describing them as "communist" dominxed. 

Rose often offers his help, for free, as a publicist, to civil rights type groups that appear to be 
going too anti -establishment. He thus neutralized a bus strike by controlling the publicity in the summer 
of 1968, of die Concerned Transit Workers. More recently. Rose attempted to take over the publicity of 
a chlcono group on the far South Side of Chicago. 

Rose was and Is able to control the public image of Rennie Davis and others of the ”7’. as purported 
"radical revolutionaries", by way of Rose’s father-in-law, Jesse Boguc, an executive with the worldwide 
wire service, United Press International. Bogue attempted to stop the circulation of the story about tho 
Head of NCCIJ being with the C.I.A. Boguc succeeded In keeping it a local rather than network story. 

Among the functions of Rennie Davis, as a counter-Insurgent, under deep "cover", is to help 
compile data on U.S. Prisoners of War in North Viet Nam. With the help of an instant court order by 
Federal Circuit Judge Otto Kcmcr. Rennie went to North Viet Nam. In July, 1969, to bring back P.O.W. 
Navy Lt. Robert F Frishman. Frishman began a tour of the U.S.. lecturing on how brutal and inh umane 
ne was treated as a P.O.W., directly contrary to the position of the peace movement. 

"Frishman was token on tour by the Navy, making highly publicized visits to six cities in five days 
to tell his story to the wives and families of captured and missing pilots. He gave many television 
and newspaper interviews and published an account of his experiences in the Readers Digest in 
December. 1969. No other returned prisoner had been given such freedom to speak out. 

"There is evidence In the public record that Frishman seriously distorted and misrepresented the 
prison conditions inside North Vietnam." 

Quoting a free lance reporter, knowledgeable on such matters, "When the Frishman debriefing 
papers came across his desk, he recalled ’I smelled a ringer right off. It just didn’t jibe with 
everything else I had seen.’ ... .Frishman was telling ’a song and dance story.' " Chicago Sun-

Jr., is George W. Ball, high C.I.A. official, who come out in the Pentagon Papers 
meliing sweet while putting down the military [for 25 years there has been bitter rivalry between the 
LI.A. and the military]. Ball, Sr.. Is a partner in the law firm of Sldley & Austin, Chicago, suspected 
f being a C.I.A. conduit. Several of the partners are with the C.I.A. Including Mathew J. Iverson. 

See: Hurd Times Newspaper, Sept.22-29, 1969, No. 45, p. 1 ]. A former partner in the firm is 
Valter J. Cummings, now a judgo on the U.S. Court of Appeals in Chicago. Cummbigs is also u substantial 
tockholder In the war-&-church interlocked Continfcntol Ill.Nat'l Bank & Trust Co. of Chicago. The ”7' 
p pc ill is pending before Judge Cummings and two other appeals judges. 

Sldley & Austin Ore also the attorneys for Illinois Bell Telephone Co. Complaints by phone patrons 
bout wire-tapping are referred to Stuart Ball, Sr.’s law firm. Several of the partners in Sldley & Austin, 
iduding Tully Friedman, are financially interlocked and/or in other ways participate, with Chicago- 
ased Adlai Stevenson Institute, a foreign affairs "think tank", operated and supervised by State Depart¬ 
ment and C.I.A. officials. Among the Stevenson Institute directors have been George VV. Ball. James 
logo, Jr.(more on him later), Sol M. Linowitz, and Paul G. Hoffman. Linowltz, an official with the 
rganizatlon of American States, and former head man at Xerox Corp., Is a counter-insurgency expert 


publicized "7" trial. Tom Hayden. Rennie Davis. Jerry Rubin, and Abbie Hoffman, should have more 
projierly been dining at the Government prosecutor's table in the courtroom. Since the Committee docs 
not have much, if an$r, inside information, we can never know for sure whether we are right. Only a 
confession or admission by any of the "7" could be more certain —such a9 the recent confessions by two 
West Coast agent-provocateur, Louis Tackwood and Eustacio Marlines, that they were put-up .posing os 
"radical revolutionaries". 

1. Background and finances of the "Chicago 7" . Unknown to the public, Rennie Davis, Tom Hayden, 
and the others who later become the ”7’, and persons connected with them in the National Mobilization to 

End the War in Viet Nam, were funded by federal money, channeled to them through pass-through 
organizations connected with the government. $192 . 000 in federal money and $85,000 from the Carnegie 
Foundation, acting as a conduit for the Central Intelligence Agency, were funneled to Hayden, Davis, ct al., 
through a front calling itself the Chicago Student Health Organization. To maintain the deep "cover" of 
this latter group, stories were planted in the press describing the group us being "communist" inspired or 
directed. 

Another $193.313 wus funneled to the "7' from tho federalOfficeof Economic Opportunity by way of 
or through subsidiaries of. the Institute for Policy Studies. Washington. D.C.. an alleged ''liberal" think 
tank posing as a left wing group, but acting as a conduit for the C.I.A. Other substantial funds also enme 
from the Roger Baldwin Foundation which has. nationwide, taken over the structure of the American CTvil 
Liberties Union. The A.C.LLI.. such as it was prior to 1967. no longer exists. The Roger Baldwin 
Foundation is funded by several pass-throughs, or conduits, for the C.I.A... among those being: 

J.M. Kaplan Fund. Inc. [of New York]; New World Foundation; Aaron E. Norman Fund, Inc.. 

Tills is shown by a detailed analysis of I.R.S. form 990-A filed by those foundations [one of the few 
public record tax returns]. Several persons acting for the C.I.A. sit on the Board of Overseers of the 
Roger Buldwin Foundation: Jucoh M. Kaplan and John L. Sultonstall, among others. 

As to Jacob M. Kaplun, see: New York Times Index. "U.S. Intelligence Agency", 1967. Several 
members of the Saltonstall family arc involved with the C.I.A.: Scn.Lcvcrctt Sultonstall (R., Musa .). sirs 
with a very small number of people on the Senate C.I.A. sub-committee. Senator Saltonstall received 
warm praise in a rare public speech by the director of the C.I.A. Another Saltonstall family member 
posed as a "radical revolutionary" during 1968 Democratic Convention Week, although in fact, a counter¬ 
insurgent. Senator Saltonstall’s brother is a high-ranking C.I.A. official, see. "The Espionage Establish¬ 
ment.", by David Wise and Thomas B. Ross. 1967, Random House, pp. 160-101; also. pp. 148n. 171.173, 
173n. 

To assist those who luter became known as Utu "7". the Roger Baldwin Foundation In Chicago, 
operated a Democratic Convention Week Project. In a suit now pending in the U.S. District Court in 
Chicago, the defense of one of the defendants is funded by the Roger Baldwin Foundation. That defendant 
refused to answer questions about the pass -through funds channeled from the C.I.A. to the Roger Baldwin 
Foundation. Sec: Skolnlck vs. 113th Military Intelligence Group, ctal.. No. 71 C 91. U.S. Dist.Court. 
N.D. 111..EX)., 1971.[Defendant John M. O’Brien, while purportedly a military Intelligence spy. is believed 
to bq a double-agent, for the C.I.A. ] 

2. Tom Hayden is ono of the more quiet members of the "7". He is a brilliant counter-insurgent, 

posing as a "radical revolutionary", operating under deep "cover" and installed by the Kcnncdys in the 
early 1960s, Hayden has one of the highest security clearances in the U.S. He risked blowing his deep 
"cover" when he sat with high government officials on the Senator Robert F. Kennedy funeral train. 

(Sec: "Logistics of the Funeral", by Anthony Howard. Esiquirc Magazine, Nbv. 1968, p. 120.) 

Both Tom Hayden and Rennie Davis nailed down their deep "cover" by taking up residence In depressed 
areas, and proceeding to agitate the community. Started in Newark. New Jersey, In the summar of 1964. 
Hayden's activities resulted, in parr, in the disorders a few years later In Newark. All the while, oddly 
enough, Hayden had almost absolute police immunity. 

Hayden in the spring of 1972, has taken up residence in San Diego, in preparation for the G.O.P. 
convention there. While others find it hard to get touching positions, or aru run out of their Jobs for their 
politics [such as Angelu Davis], Hayden suddenly gets two teaching positions convenient to his San Diego 
activities: one at Immaculate Heart College, and the other, at University of California, at Los Angeles. 

3. Rennard C. Davis , "Rennie" Davis. Rennie's Image as a "radical revolutionary" was firmly 
planted by his publicist and strategist, Don Rose, of 1340 East Madison Park, In Chicago's Hyde Park area. 
Not too long ago, Rose was an executive of on ultra - right wing, , quasi-governmental organization, Public 
Administration Service. 1313 East 60th St., Chicago. P A S is connected with, and does work for. the U.S. 
War Deportment, Mutual Security Agency, and a C.I.A. subsidiary, the Agency for International Develop¬ 
ment. Among other things. PAS does work in putting together police training Information. The funding for 
Don Rose's work comes, In part, from the C.I.A. pass-through, the Taconic Foundation of New York. 

Rose is also publicist for on umbrella group of so-called Civil Rights organizations, called the National 
Catholic Conference for Interracial Justice. NCCIJ, 1307 So. Wabash. Chicago. The recent head of that 
group, and the previous head, wore directly connected with, or officers or directors of, urban-affairs 
type foundations and groups funded bythe C.I.A. [See: Ramparts Magazine, June, 1969, p. 27; Chicago 
Defender, 9/10/70. frontpage]. -2- 

with the State Department. 

The policy-making group in the C.I.A. is called the "Special Group" treated In the Eisenhower years 
under the secret Order 54/12. Among the members of the "Special Group" is George W. Ball. [Sec: "The 
Invisible Government", by David Wise and Thomas B. Ross, paperback ed., pp. 278-279, 313.] 

Another Stevenson Institute director, Paul G. Hoffman, has a long history of links with the C.I.A. 

He is also director of Fund for the Republic, Inc., interlocked financially and by overlapping personnel 
with the Albert Parvln Foundation and the Center for the Study of Democratic Institutions, both of the latter 
fronts and recipients of funds of the C.I.A. The latter two are also interlocked with Intcr-Amcncan 
Canter of Economic and Social Studies, known as C.I.D.E.S., a C.I.A. operatlou in Latin America. 

[See: New York Times Index, 1967, to date]. 

5. Command centers. Ostensibly, the "7* had their office during and prior to Convention Week, in 
Chicago's Old Colony Building. 408 So. Plymouth Court, one block from the Federal Building. Some of the 
actual command centers were as follows: 

(a) In the office of the alleged director of Labor Education, Frank W. McCallistcr (now deceased), of 
Roosevelt University, downtown Chicago. McCallistcr. while allegedly director of Lubar Education, 
carriod out various counter -insurgency functions of the U.S. State Department In three African 
countries; Nigeria, Sierra Leone, and The Congo; and in the South American country, Guyana (formerly 
British Guiuna), scene of violent counter -insurgency activities designed to put down local rule; and In 
various places in Europe and Asia, 

(b) In the Chicago office of the Roger Baldwin Foundation, 6 So. Clark St. 

6. Efforts to control the assignment of trial Judge . Originally, the "7* trial was to be heard by 
then Chief Judge of the U.S. District Court, William J. Campbell, who was vulnerable to public challenge 
because of his links to lltc C.I.A. and die crime syndicate. Campbell had been a director of the^Albert 
Parvln Foundation, a counter-insurgency operation for training African students, originally set^by West 
Coast hoodlums to give a tax shelter to their money . See undisputed documentation In case #17181, U.S. 

Court of Appeals, 7th Circuit, Additional Appendix, pp. 109-120. The Parvln Foundation is a pass- 

through for C.I.A. funds. See: New York Times Index, "U.S. IntelligcncvAgency". 1967, to date. 

Until recently, the president of the Albert Parvln Foundation has been Associate Justice of the U.S. 
Supreme Court. William O. Douglas. During attempts to impeach Douglas. Ills links to the C.I.A. and 
the Parvln Foundation's links, became part of the government record. 

See: Final Report by die Special Subcommittee on House Res.920, of the Committee on the Judiciary, 

House of Representatives, 91st Congress. 2nd Session, Sept. 17, 1970. pp. 18-21. 

Shortly after Rennie Davis and The others wore indicted on Riot Conspiracy charges, Murch, 1^59, one 
evening Rennie sought to pick die bruins of the staff numbers of the Committee, In respect to Judge 
Campbell. Naively, die researchers presumed Rennie was going to confront Campbell in court with the 
data. The next morning, barely 12 hours later, Campbell, on his own motion, mysteriously disqualified 
himself from the ”7’ case, without Rennie filing any paper on this. The case was then steered tonto the 
docket of District Judge Julius J. Hoffman. 

In case of an adverse trial ruling before Judge Hoffman, Rennie and the others were prepared to* 
destroy, or seek to destroy, the public Image of Judge Hoffman, and thereby seek to overturn a guilty 
verdict. Judge Huffman is noted for helping gangsters go free by committing what Is known in law an 
"reversible errors", conduct and rulings by him contrary to accepted law and procedure, thus almost 
automatically invalidating his verdict on appeal. 

7. Efforts to overturn the contempt ruling and th e g uilty verdict agalret 5 of the ,, 7" . 

(a) Planting of a juror . November 12. 1970. the U.S. Court of Appeals. Chicago, ruled that the ”7' 
case be sent back to Judge Hoffman for the specific determination whether there were unlawful notes passed 
between the deliberating jurors and Judge Hoffman; whether there was a forbidden comprom isc verdict as 
contended by juror Kay Richards Stevens in her copyright stories . after the trial, in the Chicago Sun^Tlrnes. 
In an unprecedented special hearing before Judge Hoffman, starting November 19, 1970, the jurors them¬ 
selves, one by one took the witness at und. 

Key testimony was by Juror Kay Richards Stevens (married after the trial to Thomas P. Stevens). 

Age 23, she allegedly is a computer operator. At the beginning of the trial, September, 1969, KayRlchards 
was only one of 4 alternate jurors, NOT u regular Juror. By a trick, trial Juror Miss Kristi A. King. 23, 
was forced to excuse herself as a Juror. Judge Hoffman read Miss King an allegedly threatening letter 
received by her parents from "The Black Panthers". Rcvealingly, it was not signed correctly as "Block 
Panther Party". Kay Richards replaced Miss King, and thus Miss Richards was "planted" by what appears 
to be a group of forces assisted by executives of the Marshall Field Enterprises newspapers, the Chicago 
Sun-Times and the Dally News. 

Mrs. Stevens testimony, 11/20/7(1, included (a) her contentions that the verdict, by her doings, was 
a forbidden "compromise verdict", which If not otherwise disputed, constitutes "reve rsible error", which 
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will turn the conviction of 5 of the "7" upside tiown. (b) She was the only Juror who had no room-male 
while the jurors Htuyed at the Palmer House, and the only juror to meet with a family-membor outside the 
presence of a court deputy marshal (she met with her fiance Thomas P. Stevens). Not coincidentally, she 
brought with her a typewriter and was busy clacking away on her "notes" almost every night between trial 
sessions. She alleged her fiance In the middle of the trial, arranged, supposedly unknown to her. a 
contract with the Sun-Times for her exclusive story. (He. not being her husband yet. would have no legal 
right to arrange such a contract for her). She forget, she said, what the Sun-Times paid her. She refused 
to state what position her husband has with the Ooumy of Cook. 

Data unearthed by the Committee shows that her husband, Thomas P. Stevens, in December, 1969. 
became director of the Classification Dept. of the County government. He Is one of the few people in Cook 
County who would know by position and function every undercover agent in Cook County. Although this data 
was made available to the news media, they refused to use it. 

(b) Release of records, governmental and otherwise, to be used to destroy the public image of 
trial Judge Julius Hoffman. 

Shortly after the contempt ruling and the February, 1970, guilty ruling for 5 of thi/*7" , certain 
records, by two methods were turned over to the Committee. The first group of records arrived from an 
emissary of the "7", known to the Committee. The second group of records arrived by other means. 

It was evident from an examination of the records and explanatory notes accompanying thorn, that: 

(1) some of the records evidently were from Inside governmental sources; 

( 2 ) others were non-public bank records and references to bank records. 

The upshot of these two groups of records and notes was that a possibly good case could be made out, 
showing that Judge Julius Hoffman took a gift, gratuity, or "bribe", of ^300,000. from u litigant in an 
earlier, unrelated case; unrelated to the "7”. From all the surround^efixumstunces. It was evident that 
the M 7 ,, wished to have Skolnick's Committee to be the method of exposing Judge Hoffman for purported 
"bribery", and thus destroy Judge Hoffman's public image and thereby undermine the validity of the Jail 
rulings against the "7". The Committee has never accused Judge Hofftnan of being honest. 

Tine dilemma: on the one hand, the purported records appear genuine. On the other hand, there is 
a lingering suspicion that they were planted with the Committee, not as on effort to merely expose 
corruption, but to destroy Judge Hoffman for the express benefit of the "7". The Committee has so far 
not made a public issue of those records, since it became evident that a faction IN THE GOVERNMENT 
wonted Judge Hoffman destroyed to benefit the Chicago 7. 

8 . Manipulation of judges to gain worldwide travel permission for the "7". In respect > to key rulings 
on worldwide travel permission for some of llic "7". the important rulings were made by two Judges of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals In Chicago: (a) Federal Circuit Judge Otto Kemer and (b) Chief Judge Luther M. 
Swygert. 

Judge Otto Kcrncr. Members of Skolnick's Committee have been instrumental in focussing a 
certain federal probe onto Judge Otto Kemer, resulring In Kemer*s Indictment in December. 1971. In the 
course of that work, the Committee became aware of the fact that Judge Kcrncr was being pressured and 
manipulated to grant almost unlimited, worldwide travel permission to some of thd'Chlcago 7" . 

A key ruling by Judge Kemer came on July 15. 1969, prior to the Conspiracy trial. Kemer. at the 
drop of a hut, almost instantly upon application, ordered that Rennie Davis be authorized to travel to 
Paris , France, and to Hanoi, North Viet Nam, commencing that same day. (U.S. vs. Rcunard C. Davis, 
No. 17761. U.S. Court of Appeals. 7th Circuit. Chicago]. It is apparent from the application for travel 
permission that Rennie, an alleged "radical revolutionary", was going on U.S. State Department business. 
See: previous mention of P.O.W,, fclavy Lt. Robert F. Frishmun. 

In May, 1971. Abblc Hoffman and Rennie Davis were indicted as a result of certain purported dis¬ 
orders as pan of the "May Day Tribe" In Washington, D.C. BY May . 1971. it was also evident, or becom¬ 
ing evident, that Judge Kemer himself faced indictment. To appease a certain faction in the Justice 
Department, Judge Kerner entered a court order revoking Abbic and Rennie's travel permission and 
severely restricted them to their home districts. Oddly, there was a contrary coun order entered by 
Judge Swygert. (Judges In the same court have equal power; they cannot over-rule one another.) 

Judge Luther M, Swygert . By May, 1971, it was becoming evident that Judge Swygert, like Kemer, 
was the target of a federal probe. The particulars of an apparent scries of frauds participated in by Judge 
Swygert were put into die Congressional Record by Congressman H.R. Gross, of Iowa. Cong.Rec... May.17, 
1971, p. E4482. Congressman Gross and others demanded an investigation of the plundering of a multi- 
million dollar real estate company by Judge Swygert and associates of his . including his former law 
partner. 

On June 11 , 1971. members of the Committee discovered in the file of case No.s 18294. 18295 (the 
"7" appeals], the above described court order by Judge Kemer revoking court travel permission. Committer 
members went to the Chief Clerk of the U.S. Court of Appeals, requesting a certified copy of the same. 
Whereupon, in the presence of two Committee members, the Chief Clerk tore up and discarded the court 
order, and said: "Thla is none of your business". . 5 . 


The federal probe of Judge Kerner began to take shape In April. 1969. From that time until May. 

1971. the important travel permission for the "7" were entered by Judge Kerner. From May. 1971, and 
thereafter, most of the court ordered travel permission for the "7" his been entered by Judge Swygert. 

May. 1971, is also the time when the demands for a federal prol>e of Judge Swygert began to take shape. 

Because the Committee is Instnimentally Involved In the probe of both judges, the Committee is . 
quite aware of numerous bits and pieces of details that support the statement that Kemer and Swygert have 
been manipulated and pressured to grant court ordered, worldwide travel pcrmlssittn to the benefit of 
some of thd*Chicago 7." 

9. Another example of governmental mone y, power, a n d benefits to the "Chicago 7" . Shortly after 
the "7" indictment. March, 1969. Rennie Davis arranged a lease for the "Conspiracy" office, as it was 
called, Rooms 404-407. in the Steger Building. 28 East Jackson Blvd., Chicago. ’Ehat building at the time 
of the lease was a federally owned and supervised building. The lease started June 1 , 1969. (Note: the 
previous mention of the pre-convent ion secret meeting at another federally owncai and supervised property, 
the Moraine Hotel.] 

Several tenants near and above Rooms 404 -407 were arbitrarily forced to move by the building 
manager suddenly doubling and tripling their rent. The FBI occupied vacated space near and above the 
"Conspiracy" offices. An alleged employment agency in the Steger Building appears to have been a 
surveillance and protection "cover" operation. Ostensibly, the FBI was keeping the "Conspiracy" under 
surveillance. Their actual functions appeared to Include protecting Rennie and others from harm by 
right wing extremists who would not know Rennie's true role as a counter-insurgent and believed that he 
was a "radical revolutionary". 

Little known records in a Circuit Court of Cook County case show dial the lease tu the "Conspiracy" 
required federal permission. See: Hulmanva. Lawn Savings, Circuit Court of Cook County, Chancery 
Division., No. 68 CH 1888, Asset: Steger Building. The lease also required court permission. 

10. During the "7" trial, unknown to the public. Alible Hoffman stayed from time to time at the home 

of James Hoge. Jr.. director of the Stevenson Institute and executive director of the Chicago Sun- 

Times. (Field Enterprises executives, many of them in the war business, arc not exactly "left wing".) 

The Sun-Times, as noted, ran die copyright "compromise verdict" stories hy juror Kay Richards, and had 

editorialized for the release of the "7" on appeal bond. 

The president, until recently, of the Newspaper Division of Field Enterprises, has been Bailey K. 
Howard, listed in the banned book "Who's Who In the C.I. A.". He has been a director of die General 
Anallne & Film Corp.. interlocked at one time with Hitler's l.G. Farben Works. Howard is a major 
stockholder and until recently a director of Chicago's scandal-ridden Civic Center Bank (now called the 
Chicago Bank of Commerce). Howard's close pal. Judge and Major General Otto Kerner is a fellow stock¬ 
holder. 

The major news media have seen to it that no one disturbs the media image of the ”7" as being 
"radical revolutionaries". 

11 . From discussion with Illinois Black Panther Leader, Frdd Hampton, In the fall of 1969. 
members of the Committee became convinced that Humpton would possibly expose Rennie Dkivls as an 
agent for one or more governments, including the U.S. Hampton thought that he thereby could save Bobby 
Scale. Hampton had, however, numerous hong-ups: Rennie for months hud been arranging Hampton's 
lecture dates and fees; Rennie's lawyer. Dennis Cunningham, had the Panthers under his spell; Rennie's 
bagman and money wagon, Mike James, dropped a bundle of bread now and then on the Panthers. (Mike 
James now runs an alleged "radical revolutionary" newspaper called Rising Up Angry, which puts a great 
emphasis on how to build your own machine guns and violence.) 

A C.I.A. —type operative, posing as a Chicago policeman, named Daniel Grotli, led the assassination 
team that wiped out Fred Hampton. Hampton was beginning to make statements condemning Rennie and 
also the Weathermen. Groth was also recently exposed In a federal court ault for his complicity In a 
Chicago plot to kill Itedident Kennedy three weeks before Dallas. Groth, according to documents attached 
to the suit, helped abort the plot In Chicago so that Lee Harvey Oswald could escape from Qiicago with 
two C.I.A. agents and head for Dallas. Grotli was a "witness" against an Oswald "double" driving a car 
with license plates linked to Oswald. Thus, Nixon was knocking on Hampton 's door by way of Daniel 
Groth, an alleged policeman. [See: Exhibit "A", in Skolnick vs. National Archives, No. 70 C 790, U.S. 
District Court, N.D. HI., E.D., clerk's office, 20th floor. Federal Building. Chicago.] 

12. Recently, at a trial in New Haven, Connecticut, a former Block Panther accused William 
Kunstlcr of being somehow Involved in a plot to kill Fred Hampton. [New York Times. 8/7/70], The 
accusation is interesting In the context of other related facts, although some persons question its validity 
In that it was made by a person thrown out of the Black Panther Party. 

13. Rennie Davis In 1966, unknown to the public had almost complete police immunity in his 
activities with J.O.I.N. (Jobs Or Income Now ), an alleged community organization in Chicago's depressed 


Uptown area. Rennie and hi 3 frienda. for example, were involved in terrorist acta to take over an 
apartment building at 4240 Kcnmorc. for their headquarters. In the process, they shot holes in the 
building's boiler, ripped off refrigerator doors, and completed other terror tactics against not Just tho 
building but the people in it. Rennie Davis and hia friends took over the rent money, not for the benefit 
of the poor working people In the building, some on welfare, but for his own benefit. Result: the tenants 
had to leave the building with no other place to go. If Rennie were, as he claims, a "radical revolutionary" 
supposedly ho would have turned the rent money and die building over to the poor tenants . During all of 
this, Rennie Davis appeared to have absolute Immunity from the police. This is similar to the situation 
with Tom Hayden in Newark, mentioned earlier. 

The building owner, Jacob Sampson, a victim of the Nazi era, was victimized in turn by Rennie. 
Sampson brought suit in the Circuit Court of Cook County against Rennie Davis and obtained a default 
judgment against him. There was very little , if any. publicity In the major news media. The Circuit 
Court of Cook County judges, oddly enough, would not enforce any such Judgment or restraining order 
against Ronnie. For example, In September, 1969. Sampson sought a Circuit Court of Cook County 

restraining order ro prevent Rennie from leaving the state until the judgment Is satisfied. During the 
court proceedings. Circuit Court judge Walker Butler stopped the hearing to moke a phone call on the 
question of should he restrain Rennie. The unswer, apparently from the phone call, was: NO. (Judges 
are not supposed to consult anyone else in determining court matters). A short article on the restraining 
order did appear In the Chicago Tribune. Sept. 16, 1969. although the matter goes back to 1966. 

Based on other, numerous situations like the foregoing, it is evident that, unknown to the public, 
Rennie Davis had almost absolute police immunity while nailing down his "cover" in Uptown. 

Other oddities in respect to the building at 4240 Kcnmore: 

(1) the building was insured for vandalism with Hartford Insurance Company. Hartford, however, 
pretended not to have records of any claim by Sampson. Hartford's Chicago manager. Lawrence J.Kcrwin, 
was interviewed at length by a Committee staff member. Kcrwin pretended dial he never heard of Rcnnlc 
Davis and was not interested in the fact that Rennie was responsible for the vandalism loss. (In Insurance 
industry lingo, this is called subrogation, i.c.. Sampson collecting from Hartford, and Hartford going 
after Rennie). 

(2) copies of the claim records and other pertinent papers in the hands of Sampson's attorney. Fred 
B. Raskin, disappeared Just after Rennie's attorney visited Ruskin. 

(3) every time Sampson attempts to get satisfaction regarding his loss, and his prior court Judg¬ 
ment against Rennie, Sampson runs into a buzz saw. 

14. On February 7, 1972, Skolnick as chairman of the Committee, in a highly detailed motion, 
petitioned the U.S. Court of Appeuls in Chicago, for an investigation of the collusion in die appeals 
involving the "Chicago 7" [Cases No.s 18294. 18295 ] . The motion mentioned in substance what is set 
forth herein. The motion mentioned, for example, the pressure on Judge Luther M. Swygert to grant 
worldwide travel permission to some of the "7". Skolnick asked in his motion that the judges In tho federal 
appeals court disqualify themselves and diut judges from outside the 7th Circuit hear die case. Instead, on 
that same tiay. 2/7/72, without formality or a hearing. Judge Swygert himself entered an Order refusing 
the remedy sought in the motion. The next day. Skolnick was barred from attending die "Chicago 7" 
appeal hearing in die same court. The guards at the door staled there was "no room" for Skolnick's 
wheelchair, although he has attended hundreds of court proceedings in various courts in his wheelchair. 
After four hours of delay and a near-commotion by Skolnick's friends, he was then allowed to attend court 
in his wheelchair. 


15. On February 7. 1972. in an interview with a reporter, Rennie Davis said, regarding Skolnick's 
petition of that same day: Rennie admitted gening some of the money referred to, said it was for a good 
cause, namely, the "peace movement", and did not recall and did not know where the money came from. 
That interview so far has not been used. Insofar os they used a story at all about 2/7/72. the major 
news media belittled Skolnick's charges or whittled it down to a 10 second mention on the air. 

CONCLUSION 


We may never know the real truth about the "Chicago 7"—only the insiders know that, and they arc 
avoiding talking to reporters. Arc some In this country, who oppose llie government's policies of war,

SABOTAGE OF THE WATERGATE PLANE 

^1. THE PEOPLE^ Upwards of twelve persons connected in one way or another with Watergate, 
boarded United Air Lines flight 553 on the afternoon of December 8, 1972. They had something in 
common. That week there had been a gas pipeline lobbyists meeting as pan of die Americun Bur Assoc - 
iution meeting in Washington, D.C. It was conducted by Roger Moreau. His secretary was Nancy 
Parker. Among those uttunding were Ralph Blodgett and James W. Krueger, both attorneys for the 
Northern Natural Gub Co., of Omaha, Neb. Associated with them were Lon 3ayer, attorney for Kansas - 
Nebraska Narural Gas Co., ; Wilbur Erickson, president, Federal Land Bank in Omaha. Tills was u 
belligerent group determined to blow the lid off the Watergate case. Reason: Former U.S. Attorney 
General, John Mitchell, and his friends running the justice Department, were putting die spear into 
Northern Natural Gas. Some officials of diat firm and Its subsidiaries were indicted on federal criminal 
charges. September 7, 1972, in Omaha. Chicago, and Hammond, Indiana. Charge: bribery of local 
officials in Northwest Indiana and Illinois in order to let the gas pipeline go through. (Chicago Daily News 
9/8/72 ). To blackmail their way out of diese charges, die Omaha firm had uncovered documents showing 
that Mitchell, while U.S. Attorney General in 1969, dropped anti-trust charges against a competitor of 
Northern Natural Gas---El Paso Natural Gas Co. The dropping of die churgcs against El Paso was worth 
300 Million Dollars. A spokesman for Mitchell belatedly claimed, in Murch, 1973, that Mitchell had 
"disqualified" himself in 1969, because Mitchell's law partner represented El Paso. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment, under Mitchell, dropped the charges. Period. About the same time. Mitchell, through u law partner 
ns nominee, got a stock interest in El Paso. Gas and oil interests, such as El Paso, Gulf Resources, and 
others, contributed heavily to Nixon's spy fund, supervised by Mitchell. 

Pipeline official Krueger was carrying the Mitchell documents on the plane. He had told his wife 
that ho had in his possession irreplaceable papers of a sensitive nature. For months after the crash, 
his widow demanded United /Ur Lines turn over to her ilia briefcase. It later erme out in the pipeline 
trial in Hammond, that Blodgett had been browbeating federal officials, to drop die criminal charges--- 
just prior to the crash. (Chicago Tribune, 5/18/73 ). 

Dorothy Hunt. Watergate payoff woman, who offered executive clemency directly on behulf of 
Nixon to some of the Watergate defendants, was seeking to leave the U.S. widi over 2 Million Dollars in 
cash and negotiobles diat she had gotten or stolen from CREEP. Committee to Re-Elect the President. 

She and her husband, E. Howard Hunt, the Watergate conspirator, were a "C.I.A. couple", two agents 
"married" and livimg together . Early In December. 1972, bodi were dircatening to blow tho lid off the 
iVhitcHouse if (a) he wasn't freed of die criminal charges and (b)they didn't bodi get several million dollars 
5eo: Memo of Watergate spy, Jame3 McCord, before die Ervin Committee,(N.Y.Times. 5/9/73 ). 

I lunt claimed, according to McCord, to have the data necessary to impeach Nixon. McCord said matters 
were coming to a head early in December, 1972. Mrs. Hunt was unhappy with her job of going all over 
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thc country to bribe defendants and witnesses in the bugging case. She wanted out. 

Mrs. Hunt was on the way to arrange so take her money out of die country, possibly Costa 
Rica ( Vesco ), through Harold C. Carlstead. whose wile was Mrs. Hunt’s cousin. Carlstead docs occoum- 
ing and tax work for mobster owned businesses in tho Chicago area. He operates two Holiday Inn motels 
in Chicago's south suburbs—at 174th & Torrence, Lansing , Ill.; at 171st & Hoisted, Harvey, Ill. 
Carlstcad's motel on Torrence is u favorite hang out for gangsters and dope traffickers such as "Cool" 
Freddie Smith, Grover Barnes, and the late Sam DcStefnno. to name a few. Mrs. Hunt had 

(a) $10,000 in untraccoblc cosh, (b) $40,000 in so-called "Barker" bills, traceable to Watergate spy 
Bernard Barker, and (c) upwards of 2 Million Dollars in American Express moneylorders, travelers 
cheeks, and postal money orders. (Testimony before the N.T.S.B.. June 13-14, 1973 ). Carlstead 
issued a fake "cover" story dial had (only) ten thousand dollars—a story swallowed by the establishment 
press. 

Mrs .Hunt got on flight 553 with Michele Clark, CBS network newswoman. going to do an exclusive 
story on Watergate, Mrs. Hunt, Mitchell, Nixon-- the story could have destroyed Nixon nt die time. 

Ms Clark had lots of insight into die bugging and cover-up through her boyfriend, o C.I. A. operative. In 
the summer of 1972, prior to any major revelations of Watergate, Ms Chirk, tried to pick the brains of 
Chicago Congressman George Collins, regarding the bugging of the Democratic headquarters. (Testimony 
6/14/73, of Cong.Collins' public relations director ). 

Alter the crash, Michele Clark's employer. CBS network News, ordered and demanded that her 
body be cremated—possibly to conceal foul play. 

Also on the plane were 4 or more people who knew about a labor union diat had given a large 
"donation" to CREEP to head-off an Indictment of a Chicago labor hoodlum.(matter currently being * 
investigated by the Committee). 

For many years, like clockwork, one Chicagoan went to Washington on Monday and came back 
Friday afternoon on flight 553 or its equivalent: Lawrence T. O'Connor . Apt. 5C, 999 N. Lake Shore 
Drive. Chicago. On Friday, Dcc.B, 1972, he received a call from someone lie knows in die WhiteHouse. 
telling him not to take flight 553 but to go instead to a spealal meeting. 

Also getting on flight 553 was a "hit-man", pursuing Mrs. Hunt nnd others, and going under the 
"cover" of being a top Narcotics official widi DALE (Drug Abuse Law Enforcement). He used the name * 
Harold R. Metcalf. He is an unusual "narc": he works directly for Nixon. Metcalf told the pilot he was 
packing a gun, and so Metcalf was assigned scat B-17, near the stewardesses jump sent and also near the 
food galley and the rear door. After the crash, he walked out of the cracked open fuselage wearing a^ 
Jumpsuit. A former Military Intelligence investigator, who used his credentials to get into the crash site, 
identified the person posing us "Harold Metcalf’ as at overseas CIA parachute spy. (Testimony. N.T.S.B., 
6/14/73 ). Also see Metcalfs statement about being a "narc" and his gun. (N.T.S.B. Docket SA-435, 

Exhibit 6 B. p. 17. surviving passenger statements). Metcalf evidently supervised certain foul play, 
possibly cyanide, directed at certain passengers, inn he didn't know of the over all plan. One of our staff 
investigators confronted Metcalf about a week after the crash. * 

(a) Metcalf, supposedly a government narcotics blgshot, knows nothing about dope. 

(b) In response to our question "Did you know the plane was sabotaged?", lie blurted out half a 

sentence "IT was not supposed to.", turning purple, he then left the room.

Evidently, he was a ^ eut-out, an espionage term for an operative to be himself eliminated by 
someone else. His survival was an oversight. (Testimony, N.T.S.B.. 6/13-14/73). 

| 2. THE PLANE?! To do a proper job in sabotaging a plant,you have to know its weaknesses. This 
particular Boeing 737. N9031U, had chronic trouble, in the month preceding the crash, with its Captain's * 
altimeter and its air data computer---two of the most important Instruments oil the plane. (N.T.S.B., 

Docket SA-435, Exhibits 11 A, 11B, 11C, maintenance datu ). The Captain's altimeter, for example, must 
operate at 28 volts D.C. (Exhibit 9C, page 7 ). An increase in amperage or voltage in the electrical 
system would cause the instruments to malfunction. 

The plane was delayed in departure by about 1 0 to 15 minutes. Enough time for a skilled person 
to strip down the bus bar at a certain point and install a device that shorts out upon descent. The govern¬ 
ment's own records Bhow the later manifestation of this. In the last 15 minutes of flight, circuit breakers • 
began popping in the cockpft. causing the tail flight recorder, the air data computer, and other Instruments 
to short out. The transcript of the sole surviving record, the tape of the Cockput Voice Recorder, shows 
this from the Intra-Cockpil discussion. (Exhibit I2A ). 

Capt.: "Sounds to me a circuit breaker, perhaps". 2nd Officer: "Hah?" Unidentified voice: « 
(deleted, probably by FBI). Capt.:"Yeah, I just meant, 1 thought you'd better check everything, dli." 
(N.T.S.B., Exhibit 12A, p. 7. transcript.) The Cockpit Voice Recorder, when found was turned over to

the FBI. 

Flight 553 needed its instruments. Visibility was 1 to 2 miles. Celling varied from 400 to 
600 feet. (Exhibit 5 K ). With some low clouds as low os 100 feet. As for the National Weather Service, 
ihcir RUNWAY VISUAL RANGE RECORDER wasn’t working . (Exhibit 5 K ). 

A major radio navigational instrument is the airport outer marker, also colled by the street name 
its on. The outer marker at Midway Airport is in the vicinity of 87th li Kcdzle, and is called by some 
the Kcdzle localizer. 


The Midway Airport outer marker stopped working aa 553 approached it. 

Capt.: "Is Kcdzic localizer off. off the air, is that it?" 1st officer: "I beg your pardon." 

Capt.:"Is Kedzie localizer off the air. there’s an inbound on—ah, there's an Inbound on 31--- 
what's that?" (referring to jet runway 31 Left, and a propeller driven plane coming in 
aheud of them on the same runway. Propeller planc3 arc supposed to land on 31 Right ). 


(Exhibit 12 A. page 3. ) Capt.'s altimeter would NOT work below 3400 feet. (Exhibit 9C,pagc 8.) 

An aviation expert saw 553 at about 450 feet near 73rd & Kcdzic, to the far right of the outer marker. 
The N.T.S.B. tried to conceal this data by improper questions of their witness , William J. Smonini, who 
later become our witness, (N.T.S.B, re-opened hearings. Simonini testimony, 6/13/73). At the outer 
marker 553 was supposed to be ut about 889 feet above the ground. (Exhibit 2 J, Chart 11-2 ). 

| 3. Some of the intentional blunders on the ground, j 

(a) hi the last 15 minutes flight 553. Its speed was erratic. (Exhibit 3 F ). It was being watched 
by some of the most highly sophistic radar equipment and computer in the world: ARTS HI. Yet. 
although they claim they told him to slow down, after 23 sweeps of the radar he was still going 210 knots 
per hour. He was being watched by Chicago Approach Control, O'Hare Airport. (15 radar sweeps per 

* (b) The approach controller later admitted he had forgotten to give 553 approach dearanco. 

(Exhibit 3A, page 9.) The 553 crew thought they were in a holding pattern. (Exhibit 12 A, page 9 ). 

(e) They steered 553 in behind a propeller plane. Aero Commander N309VS. and caused 553 to 
drastically close the gap between them. 

(d) They stopped watching 553 from O'Hare too soon (called a premature hand-off). Midway docs 
not have precision radar. (Exhibit 3 C . page 13.) Violating O'Hare-Midway Letter of Agreement.(Exh. 

(c) they didn't tell 553 he was to the far right of the Midway outer marker. 3G. p.3, par.4). 

(f) In violation of regulations, they were working two planes for the same runway at the same 
time---553 and the Aero Commander. 

(g) Although there was only about a 6 mile an hour wind, they told 553 to go to runway 31 Left, 
having no glideslope, an important navigational old giving altitude and azimuth. (See Intra - Cockpit 
discussion, Exhibit 12 A, pugc 13.) (Runway 13R, the other end, has glideslope.) 

(h) Within a few seconds, Midway told a different thing to O'Harc than it did to 553. (Exhibit 12A, 
page 13 compared to Transcriptions of Chicago Approach Control. Exhibit 3C, page 14.) 


4. The air traffic controllers paid no attention to the fact that 553 had (a) too much velocity, (b) 
too fast a descent, and (c) far off course. 

5. With circuit breakers clicking, and instruments malfunctioning, the cockpit crew of 553 tried 
to switch to standby power. (Compare Intra-Cockpit discussion Exhibit 12A, pp. 10-11 with B-737 flight 
manual language , Exhibit 2 F, page 4 E.) Eleven witnesses on the ground said 553 had NO LIGHTS. 
(Exhihlt 4 B, statements of witnesses ). 

6. In the first five minutes and last five minutes of flight the pilot is supposed to be flying tho 
plune. BUT: in the last few minutes before the crash the co-pilot (1st officer) and 2nd officer were flying. 
This supports the contention that the pilot was dead or disabled (from poisoning or other foul play). 
Compare the Intra-Cockpit Discussion (Exhibit I2A, pp. 13-15) with the flight manual challenge-respond 
language (Exhibit 2 F, p. 4 I ). 


7. Bccaucc of the instruments malfunctioning and the attempt to use standby power, the speed 
brake opparcntly was triggered. (See speed brake light warning, EXhibit 2 F, page 1C). Both witnesses' 
statements and testimony and circumstances show plane stopped dead in the air end then fell. (Exhibit 4 B). 
(Note s mall area of grou nd damaged by plane, 500 feet by 90 feet. Exhibit 7-A. page 2.) 


IT. CYANIDE 
passengers had a high 


J Tho pilot, prophetically named Capt. Whitchousc. and 6 of the Watergate 
cyanide content, higher than they could have gotten from a so-called aircraft cabin 
fire. Capt. Whitchousc had 4 times as mud) as necessary to kill him. ( 3.9 micrograms per mililitcr. 
Exhibit 6 A, attachment III, p. 8.) Michele Clark's employer, CBS network News, wonted Immediate 
cremation of her body. Foul play is evident, since how else were these people singled out for cyanide of 
the 43 th at died in the crash ? Remember, "hit-man" Harold R. Metcalf was sitting near food-galley. 

{ 9. THE F.8.1, J After the crash wc made public statements that 200 F.B.I. and D.l.A. 
people, refusing to show their credentials, had taken over the crash site, coincident with the crash or just 

shortly before. We were called "liar". Then, on June 13, 1973, Chairman John Reed, of the National 

- "■--— "-■ —“ouse Government Activities Subcommittee, that he sent a letter to 


Transportation Safety Board, told the House < 
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the FBI, that: (a) never in living memory bad the FBI acted as in the flight 553 crash. Reed said 50 
FBI agents came into ti. crash zone shortly after the crush; (b) one FBI agent proceeded into Midway 
Control Tower and took over the tape relating to flight 553, without asking permission; (c) Before the 
N.T.S.B. investigators could do so, the FBI conducted 26 interviews, including of surviving flight 
attendants. The FBI interviews were completed within 20 hours of the crash. 

For 6 months, they claimed virc were liars when we said 200 FBI and DIA were in the crash site 
coincident with the crash. Now they admit 50 were there. Witnesses living ti the crash zone tell us that 
the FBI types were there before the fire department . (The Fire Dept. responded within one minute aftur M 
tho crash. Exhibit 6 E, page 1. ) The FBI kept a medical team OUT of the crash zone, although one 
member of the team said lie heard someone In the plane crash screaming. (Testimony offered, N.T.S.B., 
re-opened hearings, 6/13-14/73 ). 

| 10, THE ROBBERyTI In-flight or post-crash, a highly sophisticated airplane robbery gang, 
never caught in ten years of operation, came Into the possession of (a) the Mitchell documents and (b) 

Mrs. Hunt's valuables. Known as the Joseph Sarelli mob. they were arrested on or about January 12, 

1973. for another, unrelated in-flight plane robbery. (U.S. Magistrate Balog's records, 72-41, U.S. 
CourtHousc, Chicago.) They arc made up of former aircraft technicians and "fences", those who* 4 
handle stolen goods. The case was put together by Nixon's Strike Force in Chicago, who didn’t know that 
their star witness was also a staff investigator of ours: Alex J . Bottos, Jr. A few days after he surfaced, 
sitting at die N.T.S.B. hearings, the week of Feb. 27, 1973, with Sko^ick, federal marshalls 
seized Boltos. without the formality of a hearing, trial, or conviction, anu^him into a so-called federal 
Prison Hospital, Springfield, Missouri, a ma ximum security dungeon. Jack Anderson describes it ay a 
political prison. (Chicago Daily News, 4/9/73 ). Bottos was released by public clamor, In Chicago and 
elsewhere, including picketing in front of United Air Lines offices, downtown Chicago. Bottos had been 
kept falsely imprisoned for 40 days. The Strike Force was fearful their case against Sarelli et al.. would 
also extend to Watergate. 

Boltos and a friend of Ills, Joseph Zalc, both of Gary. Indiana, had Infiltrated the Sarelli nioi^ 
and purported to bo their "fences". Both saw samples of the items stolen from flight 553. Tile government 
wonted both silenced so they could not testify at the re -opened crash Investigation June 13-14, 1973. Zoic 
was Indicted on a frame-up tho day before the hearings. Both bravely canic to the N.T.S.B. hearings. 

June 13. 1973---Bottos. in a bullet-proof vest, and Zalc. fearful of being arrested at any moment. 

The Strike Force's own documents shows Bottos infiltrated the Sarelli mob. (Magistrate rec.72-41) 
The Strike Force, however, did not warn their star witness going around saying the some mob also was 
involved with flight 553. The flight 553 valuables, connected to Watergate, have now apparently been 
"fenced " for about Five Million Dollars. Who bought? Nixon? Mitchell? 

I' ll. THE COVER UP. 1 Note this chronology: 

(a) December 9, 1972, one day after tho crash. White House aide Egll (Bud) Krogii, Jr., also 
involved in the Ellsbcrg burglary caper, was appointed Undersecretary of Transportation, supervising tjic 
National Transportation Safety Board and the Federal Aviation Administration, the two agencies supposedly t 
going to "investigate" the crash of flight 553. 


b.) December 19. 1972. White House deputy assistant to Nixon, and secretary to the Cabinet, 
Alexander P. Ritterflcld, is appointed the new head of llie F.A.A. Butterfield, an air force officer for 20 
years, was also ClA-aviation liason. (see. for example. Jack Anderson's column. Qucueo Dally News. 
5/8/73 ). 

(c) Dwight L. Chapin, Nixon's appointment secretary, becomes, five weeks after the crush, 

a top executive with United Air Lines, at their home office in Chicago, Chapin lias no previous business 
experience. At the original crash hearings in Feb., 1973, he threatened media people with reprisals if they 
mentioned sabotage; reprisals such as using Clay Whitehead. Nixon's communications czar, to seek the 
break-up of the networks on anti trust charges. 

(d) Even before the crash Herbert W. Kalmbach. Nixon's personal attorney, has been the lawyer 
for United Air Lines and Marriot Corp.. which has an airplane in flight food service for airlines. 

12. The original N.T.S.B. bearings on the 553 crash started Feb.27. 1973. When they refuted 
our documentation and testimony regarding sabotage and robbery. we sued them. The upshot was re-opened 
hearing s, Skolnlck produced ovor 1300 pages of documentation and five witnesses.

Federal government efforts to jail on a frame up. the witness Ir. the Watergate plane 
crash robbery Alex J. Botins nave suffered a decisive defeat. On July 2 n 1973. a federal court 
jury ji, South Bend Indiana, delivered a stinging rebuke to federal efforts to discredit and suppress 
Rectos. In Je>»> than a half-hour of deliberations after the jury was locked up, following a one week 
trial, the federal Jury came back *.vun a v.-rdkt 'if mr.occr.t cf all federal criminal charges. 

The charges against Bocto* that he impersonated ar, FBI agent are an outgrowth of efforts 
*■0 stop his investigation of crime syndicate activities in Chicago apd North West Indiana. During the 
trial, two FBI agents perjured themselves in Attempting to frame Bottos. One of the government s 
former key witnesses. Ronald E. Wheeler, testified that the FBI used threats to try to get WheEler 
to testify against Bottos. The government's case blew up when the federal prosecutor said Wheeler 
signed a sworn statement asserting that Bottos claimed he was a special federal agei.r---and then 
could not produce a copy of the statement. Sherman H. Skoinick. head of a watchdog group head¬ 
quartered In Chicago said corrupt local, state, and federal officials In the Midwest tried to gang 
up on Bottos to block Inquiry Into crime syndicate links to public office holders. Last March, the 
frame-up intensified when Bottos made public statements that a crime syndicate'group was Involved 
with the robbery and saborage of the Watergate plane. 

In the course of his work, behind the scenes, in assisting the Cltlzerfs Committee to Clean 
Up the Courts, headed by Skoinick. and the Northwest Indiana Crime Commission. Bonos last fall 
Infiltrated the Joseph Sorellt air piracy gang. That gang has gone unpunished for more than a decade. 
Bottos cracked their shield regarding a Chicago to Milwaukee in-flight air plane robbery of August 
1972. He turned them over to Nixon's elite" Chicago Strike Force. In March, 1973. Bottos 
surfaced as u long-time volunteer staff member of Skolnick's watchdog group. In so doing. Bottos 
let it be known that he had been the purported "fence" for the Sarclll mob and could give eyewitness 
testimony about valuables scolm from the Watergate plane which crashed last December near 
Chicagoi 's Midway Airport, killing Watergate payoff woman Mrs. E.Howard Hunt and 10 others 
connected In one way or another with the Nixon spy operation. 

When the Strike Force found out that their star witness. Alex Bottos. was talking about the 
Sarclll gang being also involved in Watergate. Nixon's super-secret prosecutors began dragging 
their feet. They saw to it that Bottos was sent last March to a maximum security federal prison 
for 40 days, as a reprisal, without a trial or legal formality. Recently, Bottos brought a false 
imprisonment suit, stating he was jailed because of his eyewitness testimony about the valuables 
stolen from the Watergate plane. 

During the National Transportation Safety Board hearings In Chicago, June 13-14, 1973. on 
the Midway crash, Bottos and four other witnesses testified in Skolnick's documented presentation. 
Including 1300 pages of government records, showing there was sabotage, robbery, and murder 
involved in the Watergate plane crash. Skoinick , In confronting the N.T.S.B. who did not know he 
had the records, said he was proud to admit his group stole the entire government Midway crash 
file. He called it "a patriotic rip-off. 

Another one of the witnesses, Joseph Zale, of Gary. Indiana, Bottos' assistant, was indicted 
on similarly trumped up federal charges the day before the N.T.S.B. hearings. Still another eye¬ 
witness, William J. Simoninl, »l Palatine, Illinois, a retired aviation expert, told how the FBI was 
tormenting him and his family ever since they found out he saw the Watergate plane shortly before 
the crash. Simonini said the FBI was tormenting him day and night. Both of his sons, under 30. 
have been Imprisoned on a dope frame-up. Simonini said. "They have always been good boys-n- 
how could this happen If the government wasn't corrupt in trying to cover-up this plane crash", 
Simonini added. He said Ills sons were being kept In a'hell-hole". His efforts to free them have so 
far been unsuccessful. 

In a rare public statement. April 23, 1973, Elmer Jacobsen, operating director of the 
Northwest Indianu Crime Commission, demanded a Congressional investigation of the false imprison¬ 
ment of Bottos and the handling of the Sarclll case by the Strike Force. Skoinick said a Congressional 
committee is interested in his heavily documented presentation last June before the N.T.S.B. "The 
Safety Board arc Nixon’s puppets—like the Warren Commission, they will Ignore, or'losc? , if 
necessary, their own records, in order to be able to continue saying the Watergate plane crash was 
an ’accident' ", Skoinick added. 

In response to a letter inquiring whether the Senate Watergate Committee was Interested 
in the Watergate plane crash. Chairman Sam J. Ervin, Jr., May 26, 1973, in a letter addressed to 
Skoinick and signed by Ervin, said his Senate Committee "is powerless to investigate the matter 
referred to in your letter". Skoinick said the Ervin response is "puzrllng. Are they part of a slick 
cover-up also?" 


NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION SAFETY BOARD'S FINAL REPORT 


The episode of flight 553 involved the corvergu ce of eve ts of both factio s or levels, 
locked in a death struggle for control of the United States: (1) the Nixon-mafia element in tl.e 
a A croup and (2) the Rockefeller International Bankers - super -elitists section in the QA- 
Council on Foreign Relations. Some believe Nixon was formerly one of Rockefeller s people but 
had a fulling out with them. The Chnsc Manhattan Bank is the largest shareholder of UAL. Inc.. 
the holding company which owns United Air Lines. That bank. In turn, is owned, principally. 


Nixon had good motive for the demise of at least a dozen persons who boarded Rockefeller s 
Flight 553 that Friday. December ft 1972. Since both warring factions, or levels, were 
represented In that episode, all sides wonted the true happenings of that day to be hushed up. It 
was j cover- up worthy of historical example. 

Late Ir. May. 1973. United Ait Lines asked the National Transportation Safety Board to 
re-open their hearings on the Midway crash. In so doing United said Skoinick's group had no 
proof or evidence. Several months eurller. unknown to United. Skoinick' research group had 
liberated, or ripped off. the entire government Midway crash file, well over a 1.000 pages, of 
documents, pictures, and exhibits. Prior to the re opening of the N.T.S.B. hearings, however. 
Skoinick had made no public statement referring to the government's documents. Hence. United, 
the N.T.S.B,,and many in the ma3s media wrongly assumed that Skoinick had only secondary 
data. As the hearings opened on June 13. 1973. in Chicago, Skoinick arrived, subpoenaed to be 
there, and surprised the Safety Board by opening several of his suitcases containing the entire 
government file. He said if they didn't like the fact that his group had liberated the flic, they 
could prosecute him. For two full days, he and Alex J. Bottos. and four other witnesses, 
presented a documented showing of sabotage, some of which Is summarized on this sheet (See 
oilier side). Bottos and another witness testified about the valuables stolen from flight 553. 


The response of tho establishment news media: 

1. CBS news had a crow of their people there covering the two day hearings around the clock. 
Little if anything of it went on the air. CBS was primarily concerned to And out immediately 
Skoinick*s charge that CBS ordered the cremation of their reporter’s body. Michele Clark, following 
the 553 crash. 


2. Rolling Stone had one of their writers there who spent about two weeks Interviewing 
Skoinick and Bottos. That writers story appeared 9/13/73, omitting almost ail the facts 
presented on June 13, 14. 1973. and consisting mostly of a scries of Jokes about a pizza pie the 
writer and Skoinick ate while the writer was at Skoinick * 1 s home. 

3. Argosy Magazine had u lengthy story.They had nor bothered to Interview anyone on the staff 
of Skolnick's Committee including Skoinick. Argosy's story dealt primarily with the cyanide Issue. 
They had the other side of this fact sheet but used none of it. The case for sabotage, robbery, and 
murder, docs not stand or fall on the cyanide issue which is much in dispute. Some toxicologists 
state that the pilot, according to N.T.S.B. records, had four times as much cyanide in his body 
than necessary to kill him—much more than he could have gotten from an air crash Arc. (The 
figures allow 3.9 micrograms per milliliter. Exhibit 6-A, attachment 3. page 8. Docket 

SA-435, National Transportation Safety Board.) Argosy’s story was 10/73. 

4. The Chicago Tribune's story, by their reporter Tom Buck, was turned in before the N.T.S.B. 

hearings began. June 13, 1973. It said "No documentation was produced to substantiate the charges 
made by Sherman Skoinick" (Chicago Tribune. 6/14/73). 1300 pages of documents were 

spread out on a tabic at which Skoinick and Bottos were sitting. The Tribune conveniently used a 

picture omitting the table. Similar stories ran In the New York Times, the Washington Post, 
and the Chicago Sun-Times. Associated Press, to their credit, ran a story on the national wire 
Stating that Skoinick presented u heavily documented case before the Safety Board. Evidently, the 
major newspapers, radio, and TV. did not see fit to run the AP story. 

It should come as no surprise that the Rockefellers own 17% of CBS. have a major interest 
in RCA. and own substantial Interests In many conupanics in the mas9 media. 

5. Skoinick at the June 13, 14. I973hcarings was asked by United's lawyer whether Skoinick had 
proof that United's president personally murdered or ordered murdered, Mrs. Hunt and the others. 

Skoinick responded that It was basically a stupid question, and that he could obviously not have 
penetrated a situation to know whether the company president personally was involved. However, 
Skoinick said that the United officials, including former White House aide Dwight Chapin, participated 
In the cover-up. It is now known that United's president, Edward Carlson, met with Nixon, both 
publicly and privately on March 3, 1973, the day after the original N.T.S.B. hearings on the Midway 
crash. (The original hearings were from February 27 to March 2, 1973.) The mass media 
trumpeted "Skoinick says he has no proof' -they omitted the rest of Ilia sentence, that he has no 
proof that Carlson personally murdered anyone on the plane. 6 _ (Example: ChgD Sun-Times 


The N.T.S.B.*8 final report on flight 553 was adopted August 29 and Issued September 28. 

1973. Thoir chairman John Reed would not sign the report. (NTSB-AAR-73-16, page 34.) Reed 
was the one that complained to a Congressional committee about the FBI being In the crash zone 
and tuking over, without apparent authority, the NTSB aircrash Investigation. (Hearings, 6/13/73, 
Government Activities Subcommittee of the House Government Operations Committee. Cong.Jack 
Brooks, of Texas, is chairman of the committee that heard Reed.) 

The N.T.S.B. . In their final report, tried to cover-up several things Skoliiick’a group 
uncovered from the government file: (1) that the outer marker went off os 553 approached and 
then went on again after it crashed, (2) that both airport towers, Midway and O'Hare, misdirected 
553, and that Midway steered a small, propeller driven plane right In front of 553* (3) that there 
was massive electrical failure in the cockpit. 

To cover this up, the N.T.S.B. falsified their own records. They changed itenftn the 
sole surviving record, the transcript of the Cockpit Voice Recorder (Docket SA-435, Exhibit 12A. 
page 8, falsified on page 44 of their final report). Final report, page 48. has falsely inserted 
"Start of first sound of first series of Kodzle outer marker beacon tones." No such tiling is in their 
records. Exhibit 12A, pages 11-12. No such thing is in their computer Approach record. Exhibit 
3-F. Yet, Appendix G of their Anal report repeats the fraudulent Item inserted in Appendix F. page 
48 

The final report adds ten seconds (300 feet per second for 553, in other words 3, 000 feet), to 
the time sequence, so as to make the propeller plane seem further away from 553.(Final report, 
page 46. us compared to Exhibit 12A, pages 9-10.) In all, the final report falsified ten time 
sequence items on their page 46. They say thut the entire correlation of the time sequence stems 
from the time 553 supposedly crossed the outer marker. Since the outer marker was off the air, 
their entire sequunce in their final report is a fraud. (Final report, page 8.) They omit the fact 
that an undisputed ground eyewitness testified that the plane had drifted 14 blocks to the right of the 
outer marker. (Testimony of Simonini, N.T.S.B. hearings June 13, 1973.) The super-duper radar 
watching 553 Is supposed to notice if the plane Is 50 yards off the outer marker -- 553 was 14 blocks .

The mass media used the Safety Board's presB release on their final report without bothering 
to check It out. The media was not interested (with a few exceptions) In the fraudulent Items 
the N.T.S.B. Inserted In their final report . 

The N.T.S.B. was a sort of Warren Commission. While the Safety Board was still in session 
some very brave citizens ripped off their entire file and threw it. so to speak, into the face of the 
Safety Board when they re-opened their hearings June 13, 1973. If the Safety Board had known that 
Skolnick's group had the entire 553 crash file, no doubt the N.T.S.B. would not have re-opened 
the hearings. The N.T.S.B. . unlike the Warren Commission, cannot now succeed in locking up 
their records for 75 years to keep the public from knowing the truth.

A black former Secret Service agent was railroaded to 
jail because he tried to tell the Warren Commission some 
uncomfortable truths about the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

The agent was Abraham Bold¬ 
en, now on parole alter serving 
39 months in prison on apparent¬ 
ly trumped-up charges involving 
the selling of information to 
counterfeiters. 

Bolden had wanted to tell the 
Warren Commission in 1964 that 
he knew of a plot to kill the 
President not in Dallas on Nov. 

22, 1963. but in Chicago during 
a football game on Nov. 2 of 
that year. 

The story surfaced recently 
when Sherman Skolnick, a private 
legal researcher whose investiga¬ 
tions of corruption already have 
led to the resignation of two 
Illinois judges, sued the National 
■Vrehivcs in Washington, charg¬ 
ing it with withholding docu¬ 
ments pointing to the Chicago plot 
on JFK's life. 

Except for everso-brief men¬ 
tion, ihr story has not appeared 
in the daily press 

Skolnick. a cripple confined to 
a wheelchair, says he has evi¬ 
dence leading to a Chicago plot 
against Kennedy which goes un- 
mentioned in the now-battered 
Warren Report

fire, but a rebuke of both the 
State’s Attorney’s police and 
segments of the Chicago Police 
Department when a federal grand 
jury failed to indict tho surviving 
Panthers who were in the apart¬ 
ment. 

The raid was organized by 
State's Attorney Edward Hanra- 
han. who defended the actions of 
his raiders right up to the mo¬ 
ment the grand jury slapped them 
down. 

In 1961. Hanrahan was U.S. 
Attorney for Northern Illinois. 


But whal he evidently wanted 
to tell the Warren Commission 
was that some agents wore 
racists who hated the President 
because of his strong stand in 
favor of civil rights. 

The fact that the same con¬ 
troversial office holders were in¬ 
volved in the official gagging of 
Agent Bolden, and the raid which 
six years later took the lives of 
two Black Panther leaders, sug¬ 
gests to Skolnick that strong 
racism in high places is in the 


saddle. 

The full story is not yet out, 
and may never be. Many other 
attempts to pry some of tho 
truth out of government offi¬ 
cials and the National Archive* 
have proved futile. 

But with even Lyndon Johnson 
now saying that the Warren Com¬ 
mission didn’t do a complete job 
investigating h i s predecessor’s 
death, maybe the truth about the 
assassination will finally leak oufc 
a little at a time. 


It was to Hanrahan’s office 
that Agent Bolden was escorted 
on May 18, 1964, the day after 
Bolden tried to talk with the 
Chief Counsel of the Warren 
Commission, J. Lee Rankin. Bold¬ 
en was thwarted by his Secret 
Service bosses. 


Ordered back to Chicago on a 
pretext, Bolden was told by 
Hanrahan that he, Bolden, was 
under indictment for selling evi¬ 
dence to counterfeiters. 

In his first trial, Bolden got a 
hung jury, but in his second 
trial, two counterfeiters who were 
police informers were “found 1 
who testified against him. Bolden 
got a six-year sentence. 

But in their own trial, the 
counterfeiters admitted they lied 
against Bolden. 

When Skolnick’s charges broke 
some weeks ago, Bolden — now 
out on parole — was called in 
by his probation advisor and told 
to keep his mouth shut or go 
back to prison. 


He charges that Kennedy was 
supposed to be assassinated in 
Chicago but the plot was shifted 
to Dallas when the President 
cancelled his trip to Illinois be¬ 
cause of a cold. 

The plot is linked not only 
to Lee Harvey Oswald but a man 
named Thomas Arthur Vallee, 
now 37. whereabouts unknown, 
described as closely resembling 
Oswald. 

Several other private research¬ 
ers into the Kennedy assassination 
have uncovered evidence of a 
"second Oswald" seen here and 
there in the U.S. while the real 
Oswald was known to be in Mex¬ 
ico. 

Skolnick says he has uncover¬ 
ed a mass of evidence, leading 
not only to certainty of a Chi¬ 
cago plot but a confusing mass 
of leads pointing to apparent 
complicity of the FBI, the Se¬ 
cret Service, Chicago judges and 
the man who in 1969 led the 
raid that killed Black Panther 


leaders Fred Hampton and Mark 
Clark in Chicago. 

On Nov. 2, 1963, Thomas Vallee 
was stopped and charged with a 
minor traffic violation one hour 
before JFK’s proposed arrival in 
Chicago (he never showed up). 

The FBI immediately entered 
the case and in its report linked 
Vallee with an aborted assassina¬ 
tion plot. Three FBI documents 
pertaining to this now are lock¬ 
ed in the National Archives. 

The documents reveal that the 
witness against Vallee was David 
Groth, who at the time was not 
referred to as a policeman, nor 
was he the man who arrested 
Vallee. 

Last December, this same 
Groth, now a sergeant in the 
Illinois State’s Attorney’s Police, 
led tlie assault on Panther Hamp¬ 
ton’s apartment, where a small 
arsenal was uncovered. 

That raid led not only to Hump- 
ton’s and Clark’s death by gun- 


Skolnick says that Bolden knew 
about the Chicago plot on JFK, 
and that one of the hidden doc¬ 
uments proves the Secret Service 
had Thomas Vallee under sur¬ 
veillance before Nov. 2, 1963, 
knew that he was linked to Lee 
Harvey Oswald and at least two 
other men. 

Skolnick also says that Vallee’s 
car, bearing New York license 
plate 311 ORF, was “linked or 
registered to Lee Harvey Os¬ 
wald." 

Attempts by a Chicago TV sta¬ 
tion to trace the plates turned 
up an FBI “freeze" on this vital 
information. Others who have 
tried to learn about these license 
plates have had sudden threaten¬ 
ing visits from the FBI, accord¬ 
ing to Skolnick. 

Bolden has cropped up In the 
JFK murder enigma before. News 
stories shortly after the assassin¬ 
ation carried bis charges that 
certain Secret Service men in 
charge of Kennedy’s safety were 
drunk in Chicago.

Despite 
his violations, and already on probation, he receives three more years proba¬ 
tion . 

On 12/2/67. DeFreeze was arrested for the fifth time, on an arms 
charge; he robbed -ind beat a prostitute. Enroute to the police station, he 
escapd^and was recaptured, but NOT charged. On 12/6/67, DeFreeze set up 
his partner. Ronald Coleman, by phoning and leading police to Coleman’s 
aoartment where a cache of 200 weapons was discovered. 

DeFreeze on or about December. 1967. became an informant for Detec¬ 
tive Far well, specializing in Black Liberation politics. Do Freeze joined a 
group of police inform an t s und agents provocateurs that included Louis Tackwood 
who later confessed and helped write an expose of government-instigated terr¬ 
orism. ' The Glass Mous Tapes"(Avon Books a division of the Hearst Corp.. 
1973). 

The police .o deal with the Black Panther Party in California, created a 
terror gang, or counter gang, known as "US", run by Ron Knrenga. Karenga's 
gang murdered several panthers. Melvjn"Cotton ,, Smith. a police penetration 
agent into the Panthers, together with Tackwood and DeFreeze worked for the 
super-secret C.C.S. unit of the Los Angeles Police (Criminal Conspiracy 
Section), having, mysteriously. state wide authority. See the reference to 
Smith and Tackwood: "Glass House Tapes". 192-105. 

DeFreeze continued his pattern of numerous crimaal offenses, yet 
remaining at large, despite persistent violations of his so-called "probation". 

His seventh arrest was 4/20/69: Los Angeles. 12031 PC. Unlawful possession 
of a dangerous weapon-- "military type semi automatic M-68 nine MM rifle. 


which was fully loaded; and attached clip contained 32 bullets. This gun was 
described as specifically designed for military or police work". This seventh 
arrest for an armed offense carried both state and federal charges. But De 
Freeze tells the Judge that he had "registered " the gun with the police under 
his own name and that the gun was actually intended for a police officer friend. 
Despite the charge. DeFreeze remained at large. With the help of the secret 
CCS unit, he fled California in violation of his probation (a bench warrant was 
issued for his arrest), to the state of New Jersey. 

5/6/69: Newark. New Jersey. DeFreeze and another person, posing as 
Black Panthers, were accused of assaulting an employee of a Jewish synagogue 
with a shotgun, demanding $5,000, and information and aid in a scheme to kid¬ 
nap a well-known Newark Jewish rights leader. Upon completion of the 
kidnapping, DeFreeze’s plan was to submit a ransom note supposedly from the 
Black Panther Party. He escaped Newark authorities, crossed state lines in 
violation of federal law. and surfaced in Cleveland, Ohio, October, 1969. 

10/11/69: Cleveland, Ohio. DeFreeze appeared on the roof of the 
Cleveland Trust Company, branch Bank, with a .38 revolver, .25 caliber 
pistol, an eight inch dagger, a tool kit, and , in violation of federal law. a 
hand grenade. This was a period of great tension and hysteria in Cleveland 
as a result of the Ahmed Evans affair where so-called Black militants were 
involved in an ambush and shoot-out with police. DeFreeze was released 
nevertheless on a very low bail, $5,000, and the charges were later dropped. 

At the time, he was wanted on a capital charge in New Jersey and a probation 
violation in California. DeFreeze was NOT held in Cleveland even though Sgt. 
John McMahon of the Cleveland subversive squad was monitoring the DeFreeze 
case. 

DeFreeze fled Cleveland to California, where he was again arrested. 

11/25/69: Los Angeles. A252519. DeFreeze exchanged gun shots with 
a bank guard and was wounded. The gun used in the shoot-out was a .32 
caliber Beretta automatic pistol. This gun, A63944, was still another gun 
left over from the earlier 200 gun robbery, 1967. He obviously had 
been allowed to keep a number of guns from this cache. On 12/3/69, he 
was ordered imprisoned at the Vacaville, California behavior modification 
facility. 

In 1970, it yvas at the Vacaville facility that DeFreeze was recruited by 
CIA operative Colston WestJbrook to lead the Behavior Modification experi¬ 
mental unit called the Black Cultural Association, BCA. On orders from West¬ 
brook, DeFreeze mouthed off publicly a militant anti-v/hitc cultural national¬ 
ist ideology. His private letters during the same period were full of references 
to Christian theology' and fanatical Christian religious convictions. 

The BCA a ttracied outside prison reform support and DeFreeze began 
operating as a double agent: (a) for Westbrook and die CIA. (b) for the Calif 
omia Department of Corrections and the Bureau of Criminal Intelligence and 
Investigation. C 11. responsible to the Attorney ^eneral of California. 

In December. 1972. DeFreeze was transferred to the maximum security 
prison of Soleciad in order to entrap and inform on Black militants imprisoned 
there. Later, he was transferred t< die Soudi Facility of Soleciad set up for 
trusted inmates and is a holding section for informers. He suppes cilv 
"escaped" from Soledad on 3/5/73. 

The experimental behavior modification programs at Vacaville are funded 
and directed by the CIA through its conduit on the West Coast, the Stanford 
Research Institute, of Menlo Park. California. 

3. COLSTON WESTBROOK. He was a CIA adviser to the South Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency until 1962. His covers in Korea and elsewhere 
were both U.S. Army and U.S. Air Force. His training and service with the 
CLY included agent handling, training, and indoctrination. After 1962. he was 
enrolled in the CIA facility . Inter-Christian University, in Tokyo, for special 
training in new psychological warfare techniques. During this secret training 
period and afterwards, his cover was Agency for International Development 


AID, Upon completion of his trailing, Westbrqok undertook agef.t handling 
in: Cambodia, Thailand, India, Japan, Hong Kong, the Philippines,Okinawa, 
and die Soviet Union. From 2/5/66 to 9/19/69, Westbrook was listed as an 
"Administrator" for a civilian firm. Pacific Architects and Engineers. Inc .of 
Los Angeles, a multi-national consortium. One of the secret tasks of this 
huge firm was to provide logistical support to the CIA Phoenix Assassination 
Program in Viet Nam. Westbrook's job. under this cover, was indoctrination of 
assassination and terrorist cadre, in the Phoenix program. 

4. EVELLE J. YOUNGER. After the assassination of Robert F. Kennedy 
in June, 1968, Younger as the then District Attorney of Los Angeles, set up an 
elite police unit known as "Special Unit Senator", SUS. Elements of this group 
and Los Angeles Police Department Intelligence were re-organized into the 
super-secret C.C.S., Criminal Conspiracy Section. styled after the CIA. 
Younger knew of DeFreeze's role in CCS and. in fact, DeFreeze subpoenaed 
Younger to testify in his behalf in 1969. After becoming California Attorney 
General, Younger maintained close contact with CCS. 

5. The HEARST FAMILY as a target: Few people remember that it was 
the Hearst newspaper chain, now much smaller, that led the attack on the Rocke¬ 
fellers in the 1940s. For example, the HearstmvnecLos Angeles Examiner was 
one of the few papers in the U.S. to point out, 9/12/48. that the atomic secrets 
were not stolen but given away. This was in reference to the secret testimony of 
former FBI agent Lawrence Kerley, before a Congressional Committee. Kerley's 
testimony showed the Rockefellers were active in seeing to it that die atomic 
secrets were given to the Soviets in the early 1940s before the U.S. had com - 
pleted its first atomic bomb. Kerley was head of a 200-man FBI team tracking 
top level Soviet secret police agents in the U.S. He was ordered by the State 
Department NOT to arrest them, even though they were about to leave die U.S. 
with atomic samples and atomic secrets. The implications: that the Alger Hiss 
case was cut short, thanks to chief investigator Richard M. Nixon, and to sup¬ 
ply scapegoats, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg were framed and sent to the electric 
chair in 1953. Angry, Kerley and 30 other FBI agents resigned. He went on to 
become a writer for die Hearst-owned New York Journal-American .The Rocke¬ 
fellers, principal force behind the start of the CIA, launched financial and other 
attacks on the Journal-American and odier Hearst papers, many then folding up. 

in 1973, Hearst Corp.through their Avon Books division, brought out one 
of the first attacks on the CIA, "The Glass House Tapes". There has been a 
raging battle between the CIA’s super-elitists and gangster-dominated "dirty 
tricks department. Hearst’s problem is diat since about the 1910s, his busi¬ 
ness relied upon gangsters. 

Patty Hearst, apparently brainwashed, has been sucked into the SLA 
through her former teacher and boy friend. Steven Weed, believed to be him - 
self a government agent provocateur, Like in the 1940s, die FBI is getting in 
middle.; diey obviously know what their competitor, the CIA. is doing in the 
SLA. Prior to the Patty Hearst "kidnapping", the FBI knew of die plan to abduct 
her. As a resuit, the FBI does noi push too hard in the SLA case. 

The Hearst family is well aware of these details but does nudiing about it. 
To try to extricate their daughter, they are offering a so-called "reward" lor 
data feading to her safe return.

The Sheriff is under Oath of Office to 
uphold, preserve and defend the 
Constitution of these United States and 
the State in which his COUNTY exists. 
NOTHING MORE! It is his duty to 
protect citizens from unlawf ul ^acts of 
any person, including agencies of 
government. It should be emphasized 
that this protection extends to citizens 
who are being subjected to unlawful acts 
_by .officials of government, whether 
these be judges of Courts or Federal or 
State Agents of any kind whatsoever. 

The Constitution of these United 
States is the SUPREME LAW for the 
States of the Union as well as FOR THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT, which has 
been CREATED BY THE STATES. 
Since the Constitution is a compact 
(contract) by and between the People, 
existing as States—which are separate, 
sovereign Republics within the United 
Stales, * it should be made clear that the 
Federal Government is an “agency of the 
State*/’ The federal government is a 
“servant” of the States and the People 
NOT THEIR MASTER! 

The Constitution is a simple docu¬ 
ment. An expression of Christian Law 
derived from the Holy Bible. It says 
what it means and means what it says. It 
means today what it meant when it was 
written. For example, the Ninth 
Amendment says, “The enumeration in 
the constitution of certain rights shall 
not be construed to deny or disparage 
others RETAINED by the people.” This 
simply means that because the contract 
enumerated rights for the States, that 
the listing of these rights does not mean 
that the same must be done for the 
People but that the PEOPLE retain 
ALL RIGHTS without having them 
enumerated in the contract. The Tenth 
Amendment says. “The powers not 
delegated to the United States by the 
constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people.” This 
simply means that the Federal govern¬ 
ment has ONLY those powers which 
have been liBted for it in the 
Constitution. If the power is not listed, 
then the Federal Government DOES 
NOT HAVE IT! All powers not listed for 
the Federal Government in the 


of the local jurisdiction. (NOT by the 
Courts as i 9 the current procedure in 
most counties and which has no basis 
under law. 

The unlawful use of County Sheriffs as 
“lackeys” of the Courts should be 
discontinued at once. There ia no lawful 
authority, for Judges and the Courts to 
direct the law enforcement activities of a 
County Sheriff. T he Sheriff is account: 
able and respon sible only to the citizens 
who are inhabitants of his County. He is 
under Oath of Office and need not receive 
unlawful Orders from Judges or the 
Courts. They are the Judiciary but the 
Sheriff is of the Executive branc h of our 
government. He is responsible to protect 
citizens, even from unlawful acts of 
officials of government. If he refuses to 
do so, he should be removed from office 
promptly. 

Since the formation of our Republic, 
the local County or Parish has always 
been the seat of governmen t for the 
bodypolitic (the people). A County (or 
Parish) government is the highest 
authority of government in our Republic 
as it is closest to the politic (the People) 
who are. in fact, the GOVERNMENT. 
The County Sheriff is the only legal law 
enforcement officer in the United States 
of America. He is elected by the body 
politic and is directly responsible for law 
enforcement in his county. It is his 
responsibility to protect the body politic 
(people) of his county from unlawful acts 
on the part of anyone, including officials 
of government. His Oath of Office is to 
uphold, preserve and defend the 
Constitution of these United States and 
the State in which his County exists. He 
may be required to do no less and no 
more in the performance of his official 
duties. 

CONCLUSION 

All citizens who volunteer as members 
of locally organized POSSE 
COMITATUS should research their 
local LAW LIBRARY on the subject of 
“Posse Comitatus.” You will learn that 
the Natural or Common Law of yJhr 
country provides for the Posse Com¬ 
itatus and for Posse action. * In some 
instances of record the law provides for 
the following prosecution of officials of» 
government who commit criminal acts-oc* 
who violate their Oath of Office:0*He 
shall be removed by the Posse to the 
most populated intersection of streets in 
the township and at high noon be hung 
by the neck, the body remaining until 
sundown as an example to those who 
would subvert the law.”

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INDIANA JUDGE VOIDS CONSTITUTION & MAGNA CARTA % 




As the Bi-Centennial celebration of our freedom and rights draws 
nearer; and as the British honor us with a copy of the original MAGNA 
CARTA; an Indiana Circuit Judge has, according to sworn court documents(1) 
CONDUCTED "STAR CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS", (forbidden by the Magna Carta 752 
years ago as well as by our own Constitution) ahd sentenced 5 AMERICAN 

CITIZENS TO JATL WITHOUT HEARING OR TRIAL.and in one instance. 

EVEN REFUSED BOND (impossible under law except for treason or murder). 


The victims of this bizarre and non-publicized travesty of justice during 
our Bi-Centennial year by Circuit Court Judge Alfred J. Pivarnik of 
Valparaiso, Indiana are not notorious muggers, rapists or murderers but 
rather, respected and well known fighters of official corruption including 
Pastor James Voegtlin of the Fairhaven Baptist Church and Academy; Elmer 
Jacobsen, Director of the Northwest Indiana Crime Commission (who prev¬ 
iously served with distinction 3s an FBI agent for 17 years); Alex Bottos, 
Executive Director of the Citizen's Bar Assn, and Investigator for the 
Citizens Committee to Clean up the Courts who (after years of undercover 
activity) burst into National prominance during WATERGATE when the FBI 
falsely imprisoned him to prevent testimony concerning the OIL & MAFIA 
involvement in the air-crash death of Dorothy Hunt, wife of WATERGATOR 
E. Howard Hunt: and Sherman Skolnick, Chairman of the Citizens Committee 
and his aide, David G. Hoffman, whose record of destroying corrupt Judges 
is unparallelled. 


During the period of 1974-75, Bottos, Pastor Voegtlin, and Skolnick hit 
the lecture platforms, church podiums, and airways alerting the public 
to certain apparantly tainted decisions, judicial improprieties, and 
alleged corrupt judicial acts of Judge Alfred Pivarnik together with 
ranking politiical figures and corrupt contractors claiming that they 
had defrauded the Federal Government and the citizens of Indiana out of 
millions of dollars through fraudulent contracts approved and made to be 
legal and binding by Pivarnik as Judge. Especially highlighted by the 
court critics was his part in awarding fraudulent contracts for a METRO 
CONSTRUCTION CO. whose three owners as of June 1976 have been convicted 
in both Federal and State courts for bribery, perjury, and conspiracy 
along with Indiana HUD Director Ben Lesniak (2) and are now being inves¬ 
tigated by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. for possible involvement 
in causing the bankruptcy of the AMERICAN TRUST AND SAVINGS BANK of 
Milwaukee as part and parcel of the public swindle.(2A) 


But all was not so back in July, 1975 when Judge Pivarnik slapped each 
of them into jail without a trial for sentences ranging from 30 to 90 
days each. The Indiana Board of Accounts had not yet released their audit 
condemning the East Chicago Park Board for issueing the contract; the 
Attorney General Had not filed his brief condemning the disregard for law;

and, the Indiana Court of Appeals had not yet released its decision 
which on March 10, 1976 overturned Pivarnik's ruling and judgement and 
lashed out at the Judge for approving a contract which "...failed to 
meet even the minimal requirements of law." Back then, in July of 1975, 
Bottos and Skolnick" had legally subpoened Richard Lesniak (brother of 
convicted HUD Director Ben Lesniak) and his Attorney, Saul I. Ruman to 
testify about their parts and those of Judge Pivarnik In this and other 
deals. Without hearing, Pivarnik quickly and secretly "killed" the legal 
subpoenas and ordered his victims to jail despite the fact that none were 
in the court or on County property or in any way informed by anyone that 
they had even been charged with anything. ( It later turned out, the 
charge was "CRIMINAL CONTEMPT OF COURT".) 


Unlike many other States, Indiana affords its Citizens even greater 
protection from ill-advised or outright corrupt acts of Judges who use 
"Contempt" orders too freely, and has, (in addition to the 14th Amendment 
to the Federal Constitution and its ov/n State Constitution) a specific 
Statute (Burns IC 34-4-7-(1-8)) providing specific procedure and forms 
and hearings to assure "due process" prior to imprisonment as well as 
detailed definitions of what constitutes a "Contempt" of any kind. The 
Court record shows that Judge Pivarnik not only failed to abide by any 
of the procedures of the Statute, but that the acts he complained of do 
not meet any of the definitions of "Contempt". Showing utter disregard 
for the laws they are sworn to uphold, both the Porter County and Gary, 
Indiana Bar Associations passed resolutions UPHOLDING JUDGE PIVARNIK'S 
ACTIONS. Certified letters (3) to Chief Justice Richard Givan of the 
INDIANA SUPREME COURT; to the Indiana Judicial Council (which disciplines 
Judges); to the Indiana U. S. Attorney, John Wilk; to the #1 agent in 
charge of the Chicago FBI, Richard Held; and even to Stanley Pottinger, 
Assistant Attorney General of the United States empowered to indict for 
criminal violations of civil rights.all have failed to act at all. 


The local press and radio are silent...for fear of reprisal. The paper 
that did speak out went suddenly bankrupt in May, 1976. 

IT IS NOW THE ELEVENTH HOUR FOR THIS COUNTRY, WHERE A MOCKERY OF THE 
BI-CENTENNIAL EXISTS AND IS CONDONED BY THOSE IN AUTHORITY. Free men 

are taken and illegally imprisoned.and in violation of ALL that we 

hold dear and cherish. Private property, bank accounts, and your children 

are no longer safe.all by judicial decree.... and because you have 

refused to preserve and protect the Constitution which GUARANTEES you the 
very choice of waving the flag and celebrating what AMERICA IS ALL ABOUT. 
These five men are standing up for free men everywhere who resist total¬ 
itarianism in any form....Facist..Communist...or Judicial. They ask
